PENTHOUSE 
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FAST FORWARD

“| think they expected 
the whole world to 
blow up,” says Lars 
Ulrich, the drummer 
of the heavy metal 
group Metallica. He’s 
talking about last 
summer's Guns N’ 
Roses—Metallica tour. 
“We wanted to show 
people in the conser- 
vative media that you 
can go out and do 
this,” says Ulrich. 
“Sure you have an in- 
cident once ina 
while, but nobody 
ever talks about the 
99 percent of the time 
nothing happens and 
you have a great 
show.” 

Authorities, how- 
ever, may take a dif- 
ferent view. On the 
night of August 8, 
1992, Metallica 
singer-guitarist James 
Hetfield sustained 
second- and third-de- 
gree burns to his left 
hand, as well as first- 
degree burns to his 
arms, a result of an 
onstage pyrotechnics 
accident

cars and causing 
considerable prop- 
erty damage. “After 
the Montreal incident, 
we did three weeks 
of shows where it 
was going like clock- 
work,” says Ulrich. 
“We can do this.” 

It is Metallica's can- 
do work ethic that 
helped it become one 
of the top acts of 
1992. Building its au- 
dience with each suc- 
cessive album through 
grass-roots press and 
word of mouth—but 
virtually ignored by 
commercial radio and 
MTV—the band re- 
fused to change, in- 
stead adapting the 
system to it. This 
paid off with the 
band’s August 1991 
release, Metallica, 
which debuted at 
No. 1 on Billboard's 
album chart. 

“Metallica is a clas- 
sic example of a 
band that a lot of 
people already had 
their minds made up 
about before even 
hearing us,” says UI- 
rich. He's heard the 
same story from sev- 
eral D.J.s who played 
“Enter Sandman” or 
“The Unforgiven,” 
from Metallica. 
“Somebody would 
call up and say, ‘That 
song was great, who 
was that?’ and the 


D.J. would go, ‘Oh, it 
was Metallica,” Ul- 
rich says. “‘No, no, 
no, that couldn't have 
been Metallica. Who 
was that really?’ ” 

Ulrich feels that ra- 
dio is now looking for 
bands with an edge, 
such as Guns N’ 
Roses, Nirvana, and 
Pearl Jam. “I just 
think it's been a big 
wake-up call the last 
couple of years,” he 
says. “People in the 
industry are seeing 
that people don't 
want their shit so per- 
fect and nicely pre- 
packaged. . . . They 
want something that 
has more to it, that 
deals with some real- 
istic issues.” 

The band has also 
taken over MTV with 
five videos from Me- 
tallica, along with 
“One” from 1988's 
... And Justice for 
All. “MTV's a very, 
very powerful thing,” 
says Ulrich. “They've 
treated us great, and 
we've treated them 
with the same kind of 
respect, without any 
kind of sucking up to 
each other.” 

Metallica's second 
home video, a four- 
hour, two-part epic 
entitled A Year and a 
Half in the Life of Me- 
tallica, arrived just in 
time for the 1992 holi- 


day season. (Cliff Em 
All, the band’s first 
video release, was a 
tribute to original 
bassist Cliff Burton, 
who was killed in a 
bus accident in 
1986.) Says Ulrich, 
“It's the home video 
to end all home vid- 
eos. It'll definitely be 
a good substitute for 
sleeping pills. You'll 
be sleeping in ten 
minutes, believe me!” 

This self-effacing 
sense of humor has 
characterized Metal- 
lica throughout its ca- 
reer. A Year and a 
Half... traces the 
making of Metallica to 
its follow-up tour, in- 
cluding the Montreal 
incident and the 
band’s August 25, 
1992, return to the 
stage with a substi- 
tute guitarist and a 
heavily bandaged 
Hetfield. It contains 
videos, TV appear- 
ances, and backstage 
antics and on-the- 
road experiences from 
Ulrich, Hetfield, gui- 
tarist Kirk Hammett, 
and bassist Jason 
Newsted. It is sure to 
please their fans—all 
four exhibit wit and 
intelligence. Larger 
than life, yet as aver- 
age as their fans, they 
come off as rockin’ 
dudes living their teen- 
age dream.Ot+-q

the soba soup. With 
the searing exotica of 
India, the spicy tikka 
curry or the torrid 
lamb vindaloo, it feels 
right to reach for an 
Indian beer, a Taj Ma- 
hal or a Kingfisher in 
the giant bottle. At 
Thai restaurants, 
Singha beer clicks 
with the milder coco- 
nut-milk sauces, as 
well as with the cur- 
ries riddled with 
peppery dynamite.

New York's Vong, a 
spiffy, upscale Thai- 
French restaurant, 
has 22 beers from 11 
countries on ice. 
Across the country 
restaurants are stag- 
ing beer dinners and 
beer festivals, and 
coaching the staff on 
what goes with what. 
According to The 
New York Times, 
there are nearly 400 
microbreweries and 
brew pubs nationally, 


a direct re- 
sponse to the 
demand for 
more flavor in 
beer. Light 
beers and non- 
alcoholic brews also 
have their fans—try 
Guinness’s Kaliber 
and Beck's Haake for 
the best in no-booze 
quaffs. 

When Chicago res- 
taurateur Michael 
Foley was hired to 
develop recipes for a 
local brew pub, he 
discovered that la- 
gers pair best with 
salsas, simple pastas 
with tomato flavors, 
pork with citrus, and 
duck soup. With pil- 
sners he serves fish, 
steaks, shrimp, lob- 
ster, and dishes fla- 
vored with ginger and 
honey. Ales stand up 
better than lagers to 
spicy foods, black- 
ened fish, and most 
game. And he loves 
stout with bread pud- 
ding or apple pie. 

At Tropica in New 
York's Met Life (for- 
merly Pan Am) build- 
ing, French-trained 
chef Ed Brown is sur- 
prised to find himself 
enthused about pair- 
ing sturgeon ina 
hazelnut crust with 
Duvel Ale . 
from Bel- 
gium, and 
about serv- ‘ 
ing seared black 
Angus in a honey- 
mustard sauce with 
Brooklyn Brown Ale. 

Downtown at the 
Soho Kitchen and 
Bar, with its 100 
wines available by 
the glass, there are 
now 38 beers also, 
and customers can 
order a “flight’—four 


top-fermented ales or 
four bottom-fer- 
mented lagers—to 
taste and compare. 
MacAndrew’s Scotch 
Ale, Orval Trappist 
Ale from Belgium, 
Pike Place Pale Ale, 
Pinkus Ur Pils, Fos- 
ter's, Molson’s 
Golden, and Ayinger 
Celebrator Doppel- 
bock are hot. 
But you can 
do your own 
tasting at home 
with friends. 
Discover a 
beer you've 
never 
tasted 
before. 
Or make it a potluck 
dinner. Ask everyone 
to bring a dish and 
three or four different 
bottles.

Researchers have 
concluded that those 
who live reclusive 
lives die younger than 
those with full social 


even believe that “a 
lack of social relation- 
ships constitutes a 
major risk factor for 
mortality.” In fact, 
among 2,000 adults 
surveyed in Michi- 
gan, the mortality rate 
was two to three 
times higher for unso- 
ciable men and twice 
as high for unsocia- 
ble women. 

Along with how you 
adapt to different so- 
cial situations, doctors 
have also

mental stress and 
anxiety can take their 
toll on your health. 
According to The 
New York Times, a re- 
cent experiment us- 
ing monkeys—con- 
ducted at the Bowman 
Gray School of Medi- 
cine in Winston-Salem, 


North Carolina— 
found that stress can 
have a direct effect 
on the immune sys- 
tem. The test required 
that the monkeys be 
split into two groups. 
The first group was 
placed in a stable en- 
vironment, while the 
second group had 
new monkeys added 
to the cage every 
month. The new mon- 
keys found entering 
an already estab- 
lished group to be 
very stressful. How- 
ever, while some 
monkeys struggled to 
dominate the rest of 
the group, others 
remained friendly. 
The monkeys that 
4 touched or 

® groomed each 

sy’ other or simply 

7 sat close to other 
monkeys were 
found to have the 
strongest immune 
systems. The 

more hostile or ag- 
gressive monkeys 


had the weakest im- 
mune systems. 

Just as in monkeys, 
changes in environ- 
ment can affect peo- 
ple. For example, 
starting a new job, 
entering a new 
school, or moving to 
a new city can be 


considered highly 
stressful situations. A 
study of college stu- 
dents found that 
those who did not get 
along with their room- 
mates were more 
likely to get colds and 
the flu during the se- 
mester than those 
who had good rela- 
tionships with those 
they roomed with. 
Experiments re- 
cently conducted at 
the Ohio State Uni- 
versity Medical 
School focused on 
the effect of stress on 
marital relationships. 
Each couple was 
given a problem to 
resolve. Statistics 
showed that couples 
that were quick to ar- 
gue were found to 
have weaker immune 
systems than hus- 
band-and-wife teams 
that found less ag- 
gressive ways of han- 
dling disagreements. 
People who get 
along well with their 


families and have a 
strong circle of 
friends not only get 
sick less, but also 
seem to recover from 
illnesses at a faster 
rate than those who 
lack any type of sup- 
port group. A study 
of elderly men and 


women who had suf- 
fered heart attacks 
revealed that of the 
patients who had two 
or more people they 
could depend upon, 
only 27 percent died 
within the first year of 
their illness. That fig- 
ure more than dou- 
bled for patients with- 
out such support. 
Fifty-eight percent of 
them did not survive 
the first year. 

Judging from all 
the good that comes 
from having close re- 
lationships, it’s nice to 
know that you can do 
more than just “get 
by with a little help 
from your friends’— 
you can actually be 
living a longer and 
healthier life.

une is a month of cere- 

monies and rites of pas- 

sage. It’s a time of wed- 
dings and commencement 
exercises, of Flag Day and 
Father’s Day. In these times, 
however, Father’s Day seems 
to exist mainly for the benefit 
of greeting-card and tie 
manufacturers. The holiday 
gets scant public attention, 
and especially ignored are 
the separated, divorced, 
and single fathers—except 
when they are singled out 
with the usually undeserved 
and insulting appellation 
“deadbeat dads.” 

| consider the use of this 

term to be sexist, inflamma- 
tory, and pejorative. It is in- 
tended to indict and tar 


weekend fathers with a politi- 
cally correct brush for being 
inconsequential and neglect- 
ful of their children. The fact 
is, most weekend fathers are 
loving parents, law-abiding 
citizens who do not skirt their 
responsibilities. 

Politicians are now finding 
ways to cash in on this preju- 


dice. One of the first public 
officials to attempt to capital- 
ize politically on this sexism 
was an attorney general in 
Texas. He conceived a hit list 
of fathers who were allegedly 
in arrears with their child 
support, and then he publi- 
cized them on a “most 
wanted” list. Since then other 
states have followed suit, 
even staging terrifying mid- 
night arrests of fathers. 

Make no mistake about 
it-I have no sympathy for 
those men who are liable for 
child-support payments and 
who refuse to comply with 
court orders. When men 
have the means to pay lawful 
child support and have no 
legally justifiable defense for 
not paying, they certainly 
should be compelled to sup- 
port their children. 

But my main concern is 
that the political correctness 
strategy of mauling weekend 
fathers has reached a new 


level of extrinsic bias that re- 
sults in making victims of in- 
nocent men. In January, for 
example, the Federation of 
New York State Judges pro- 
posed to emulate the fea- 
tures of a Massachusetts bill 
that—among many other bla- 
tant prejudicial features— 
supports making willful non- 


payment of child support a 
felony, punishable by up to 
five years in jail. If New York 
State adopts this measure— 
and there is a strong possi- 
bility it will—then it is not un- 
reasonable to assume that 
every state will be pressured 
by the radical feminists to 
follow the same trend. 

As a matrimonial trial law- 
yer who has practiced for 
some 40 years, | know how 
flawed the New York judges’ 
proposals are. The system 
awarding custody and the 
laws awarding child support 
are, in my opinion, presump- 
tively biased and unconstitu- 
tional. While all states statu- 
torily codify the notion that 
neither parent has a legal 
advantage over the other as 
to who controls the legal 
rights of their children, in 
reality a father will lose cus- 
tody in nine out of ten cases. 

| recognize the fact that 
there are many men who re- 
fuse to support their chil- 
dren. It is not good enough 
to say that there will always 
be those who shirk their re- 
sponsibility. We can reduce 
the number of men who un- 
justifiably refuse to pay by 
awarding custody on a non— 
gender-bias basis. 

Finally, the father who pays 
child support should be pro- 
vided with a semiannual ac- 
count of how the support 
money has been expended. 
It is only fair that the father 
see that the money has 
really been spent on shoes 
for his children, and not on 
pedicures for their mother.

he go-go eighties are in 
Te dustbin of history, 

Clinton's raising taxes, 
and the economy's creaking 


along. We're all lucky if we 
have jobs, never mind a 


Porsche parked at the curb. 

That's why we play 
games—it's grown-up pre- 
tend. And for anyone who's 
wanted to play pretend in 
one of the world’s most dan- 
gerous sports—auto rac- 
ing—there's plenty of options 
to choose from. 

The best race games are 
on the PC—its more power- 
ful silicon brain simply leaves 
Nintendo and Sega titles 
back at the starting line—so 
if you want a realistic race, 
stick to your home computer. 

The best PC racing is in 
World Circuit: The Grand Prix 
Simulation (above left). This 
full-throttle simulation pro- 
gram comes from Micro- 
Prose, a company better 
known for electronic war toys 
like F-15 Strike Eagle Ill. 
World Circuit flies almost as 
fast as that flight simulation. 

World Circuit hands you all 
kinds of options, then lets 
you climb into the cockpit. 
You pick from 35 drivers, 16 
courses, and 18 teams. You 
get to race in practice runs, 
qualifying runs, and the real 
thing. You can choose to 


race once or do the entire 
circuit, a grueling test of dig- 
ital driving. You even have 
the option of letting the com- 
puter handle the brakes and 
gear-shifting until you're 
ready to work them yourself. 

But the fun is in the racing, 
and here World Circuit 
doesn't let you down. The 
animation is so smooth, the 
sound so exhilarating, that 
the cockpit perspective 
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makes your stomach knot up 
when your car goes into a 
spin. Getting the feel of the 
car and the track takes 
time—stick with a single 
course until you know its 
turns as well as you know 
the way to work—but once 
you've mastered both, you 
get to compete against a 
wolf pack of computer- 
controlled drivers. 

Other PC race games of 
note include Accolade's 
Road & Track Presents 
Grand Prix Unlimited and 
Electronic Arts's Car and 
Driver (above right). Road & 
Track Presents .. . is more 
fun, because it lets you build 
courses and tinker with the 
cars. Car and Driver, though, 
hands you ten top sports 
cars, including the Porsche 
959 and the Ferrari F40. 

Although the PC is the 
best place for a pretend pit 
stop, some video-game rac- 
ing rises above the merely 
mediocre. Electronic Arts's 
Road Rash II (above center), 
for instance. This motorcycle 
race game for the Sega 
Genesis system is down and 
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dirty—literally. You can 
punch, kick, or swing a chain 
or club at the other riders as 
you come alongside them, all 
the better to get them out of 
the way when there's an on- 
coming car in your lane. 
There's no track here, just 
open road in five states as 
you race against 14 other rid- 
ers in a no-holds-barred bat- 
tle that’s a bit Mad Max, a bit 
Keystone Kops. When you 


smash into a car or clip a 
tree, you simply go flying, 
landing with a grunt but no 
blood. Your little figure auto- 
matically trots back to the 
bike and continues on. No 
pain, all gain. 

The higher you place, the 
more money you collect. 
You'll need it to buy more 
powerful bikes, not to men- 
tion to pay for all the tickets 
the motorcycle cop hands 
you. It's all great fun, and 
certainly fantasy. 

A clutch of other video 
games—including Interplay's 
Radical Psycho Machine 
Racing for Super Nintendo 
(it's not as much fun as the 
title) and Accolade's Test 
Drive II for Sega—are worth 
checking out, if only at your 
local video-rental shop. 

Driving on the screen may 
not put exhaust fumes in 
your nose, but it's as close 
as most of us will ever get to 
skirting a pileup at Monaco 
or charging down the high- 
way at 120 miles per hour. 
And you can blow off the 
speeding tickets just by turn- 
ing off the machine.

0 you thought the 

Mazda Miata was one- 

of? Just a fluky crack in 
the blandly conservative fa- 
cade of the auto industry? A 
moment of happy serendipity 
that gave us a car we could 
really enjoy at a price we 
could really afford? Cynics 
agreed with you. Only room 
for one such car, they said. 
Niche markets are limited. 
Nice work, but let's get back 
to the mom-and-pop stuff. 

Enter the new Honda Civic 
del Sol, and the cynics are 
suddenly looking for tissues 
to wipe the egg off their 
faces. The del Sol is a dis- 
tinctive two-seater with a 
Targa-like convertible hard- 
top: neat, cool, and fun. 
That's the good news. The 
bad news is that it’s taken 
the place of the Civic CRX. 

Trouble was, even the in- 
surance assessors had 
heard the CRX called “the 
pocket rocket” and “the poor 
man’s Porsche.” Insurance 
rates on it were soaring, and 
after nine successful years, 
Honda could see the writing 
on the wall: So they came up 
with a preemptive strike. In 
essence, they mated the 
CRX with the Miata. The off- 
spring was a new car with a 
personality all its own, and 
while it may not deliver quite 
as much power as its sire, it 
certainly seems to evoke 
more smiles per mile. 

The specs: The base 
model, called the del Sol S, 
comes with a 1.5-liter, SOHC, 
16-valve, four-cylinder engine 
producing up to 102 horse- 
power. Prices start at 
$13,350. The del Sol Si has a 
bit more under the hood, in 
the form of a 1.6-liter engine 
with variable valve timing to 


enhance response and per- 
formance, raising the horse- 
power to 125. Prices on the 
Si start at $15,150. Both 
models feature independent 
double-wishbone suspension 
(plus a stabilizer bar on the. 
Si), driver’s air bag, and 
good mileage (from 33 to 38 
miles per gallon, depending 
on the model and the trans- 
mission). One inexplicable 
omission: Antilock brakes are 
not available on either 
model. 

Like the Miata, the del Sol 
evokes that instant “| want 
one” response. There’s just 
something about the size 
(small) and the design (nifty) 


winding track and you end 
up with that silly smile on 
your face that says, Yes, it 
can deliver. 

7. Normal topless conver- 
sation: Buffeting is minimal 
even at speed, thanks to 
some ingenious design engi- 
neering on mirrors, pillars, 
and Targa bar. So though 
you can't quite whisper 
sweet nothings, at least you 
don't have to shout. 

6. That Targa bar, a.k.a. 
the rear pillars: Looks like a 
huge spoiler, especially 
when the power rear window 
is down. (Honda engineers 
say the unusual window 
helps with internal airflow 


that brings out the urge to 
possess. The del Sol is no 
Miata-buster, however. Rec- 
ognizing that that was im- 
possible, Honda went for dis- 
tinctiveness instead. 

Here's the del Sol’s top-ten 
list: 

10. The hardtop: The re- 
movable aluminum roof 
panel weighs 23 pounds and 
takes just a minute to re- 
lease, lift off, and store in 
the trunk. 

9. That trunk: Surprisingly 
large for such a small car, 
with 8.3 cubic feet of storage 
space. 

8. Power: The del Sol Si 
produces 125 horsepower. 
Drive it hard on a good

5. Price: Base and op- 
tioned prices run about a 
thousand dollars less than 
the Miata. 

4. Storage: Lots of lock- 
able compartments. 

3. Height: No need for tall 
drivers to crouch and mutter 
about claustrophobia when 
the rain comes down and the 
top is on. 

2. Uniqueness: No long 
lectures from strangers 
about the Austin Healeys or 
the MGBs they used to own.

The ruthless 
tycoon’s aide reveals 
the incredible 
excess, greed, 
paranoia, and cruelty 
that ended with his 
murder— 
or suicide—off 
the coast of Spain in 
November 1991. 


It was a damp Sunday afternoon in the 
spring of 1990 when Robert Maxwell 
phoned and asked me to come and 
see him in his apartment. His voice 
sounded dreadful, heavy with a cold. 
He wanted to talk about the European, 
his pet project, which had been on sale 
for just a couple of weeks. | could tell 
he wasn't in a good humor. | had been 
involved with the European throughout 
the planning stages, and we had often 
discussed the matter. 


the window overlooking the city. And 
he went on, talking to himself, not real- 
ly to me, “Sometimes | don’t know why 
| go on. Everything | try, people turn 
against me.... I’ve got no friends, no 
one | can turn to ... no one to share my 
life with.... Sometimes | think | should 
just end it all, throw myself out of the 
window.... | sometimes feel | can’t go 
on.” And he stood staring out of the 
window at the gray skies. 

After a moment's silence, and realiz-

When | went to his tenth-floor apart- 
ment, | was shown into his palatial bed- 
room by one of his Filipino maids. He 
was lounging on the bed with a large 
white toweling robe around him and 
watching television, flicking from chan- 
nel to channel. He beckoned me to 
come in and sit down. 

As he turned down the volume of the 
TV, he said, in one of his most solemn 
voices, a voice he used when he was 
feeling particularly sorry for himself, 
“It's not a very good paper, is it?” point- 
ing dismissively to the European 
strewn out across the bed and looking 
at me from under his bushy eyebrows. 

“You know you have to have 
patience with a new paper,” | said, “so 
why not wait a little before condemning 
it out of hand? It has to find its feet; you 
have to give it a chance.” 

His only reply to that was a dispirited 
grunt. He got off the bed and walked to 
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ing there was nothing | could say to 
cheer him up, | said, “Would you like a 
cup of coffee? Because | would love a 
tea.” 

He turned round, the conversation 
half-forgotten. “Yes, order one.” 

It was the only time | ever remember 
Maxwell referring to suicide, or even 
mentioning it, and | took it all with a 
pinch of salt. | dismissed his speech as 
typical of Maxwell when he was unhap- 
py, miserable, unwell, and feeling sorry 
for himself. | had seen him on other 
occasions feeling down, but not as bad 
as that Sunday afternoon. 

| had known Maxwell for five years. | 
had traveled the world with him, 
accompanying him in his private 
Gulfstream jets to 20 or more countries 
on many visits, taking notes on his 
behalf during private interviews with 
world leaders. During those five years, 
we had spoken nearly every day on the 


phone, whether he was in Britain or 
traveling abroad on his own. We had 
spent hours talking on Saturdays in his 
office or his apartment at the top of 
Maxwell House near London’s Holborn 
Circus. 

| was foreign editor of the Daily 
Mirror and had been since 1976. 
Maxwell had taken me into his confi- 
dence, often discussing the most 
senior appointments throughout his 
newspaper empire, including the 
appointment of editors who, officially, 
were my seniors. 

He told me that | was one of his 
“very few friends,” someone he could 
talk to, but | don’t think Maxwell ever 
had real friends. 


Maxwell was always an early riser. He 
would order his Filipino maids to wake 
him at 6 A.m., but his personal valet, 
Simon Grigg, would be expected to be 


there by that time each morning to 
wake his employer with a glass of 
orange juice and a large cup of coffee. 
Maxwell would usually sleep in an old- 
fashioned nightshirt bought for him by 
his ever-loving wife. 

Often Maxwell was awake and had 
been so for an hour or more. He hardly 
ever slept through the night. Usually he 
would have gone to bed, exhausted 
after a hard day’s work, by nine o’clock 
in the evening. After an hour or so’s 
sleep, he would wake, get up, and 
restart work, often phoning New York, 
where it was around 6 P.M. He was also 
most particular about receiving the 
next morning's newspapers as soon as 
they arrived at the Mirror building. 
Many were the nights he would get on 
the phone by 11 P.m. to the Daily Mirror 
night news desk demanding to know 
the reason why he had not yet received 
his papers. And, depending on his 


mood, he would accept the answer or 
demand that something be done 
immediately and his papers sent up 
that instant, despite the fact that it had 
nothing whatsoever to do with the poor 
man to whom he was speaking. Many 
were the times | heard his voice boom- 
ing from the news-desk phone as the 
desk man tried to placate his boss. 
After shaving and showering, 
Maxwell would be dressed by his valet 
and would then sally forth to start the 


day. The first-duty receptionist would 
be at her desk at Maxwell House, sit- 
ting immediately outside his office, by 
7 AM., and he would usually start by 
ordering some phone calls. By 7:30 
both lan and Kevin, Maxwell's sons, 
would be in the office, and in trouble if 
they were not there by that time. A 12- 
hour day faced them, if not a lot longer. 
Maxwell would have a 15- or 20-minute 
meeting with them, discussing the 
order of the day, and they would wait 
patiently for their father to finish speak- 
ing. Only after he had said everything 
he wanted to would he look at them 
with the question “Anything else?” That 
was their opportunity to raise whatever 
matters they thought should be dealt 
with. Often the questions they raised 
were dismissed by Maxwell with a flick 
of the hand, and the sons would have 
to accept that his decision was final. 
Maxwell's favorite habit was ordering 


his senior executives who ran his busi- 
ness empire to report to him for meet- 
ings at the Holborn headquarters, 
which he, of course, had renamed 
Maxwell House. They would be asked 
to attend either early in the morning or 
afternoon. These men were holding 
down responsible jobs, most of them 
paid in excess of £100,000 a year, with 
generous Christmas bonuses to keep 
them sweet. And yet he would leave 
them pacing up and down, waiting out- 


controlling an empire from the sun deck of a yacht. 


side his office for perhaps two to four 
hours, until he was ready to see them. 
It was the most ludicrous situation. On 
pain of being fired, they were not 
allowed to leave under any circum- 
stances without his permission, but 
they could not get in to see him, even 
for a second, for permission to return 
later. It was one of Maxwell's most dev- 
ilish, and stupid, schemes to show his 
top men who was the boss. And it hap- 
pened virtually every day. The execu- 
tives were understandably furious, but 
they put up with it. Those exempt from 
this treatment were his sons, his edi- 
tors, and a privileged few, such as Joe 
Haines and myself. 

His treatment of these senior men 
caused major problems for his person- 
al assistant, Andrea Martin, for many 
believed she held the key to his door 
and therefore was partly responsible 
for their frustrating, humiliating experi-

ence whenever they were called to see 
him. There was nothing she could do, 
primarily because most of the time he 
was on the phone to various people in 
various parts of his empire, or the world, 
and to him those phone calls were more 
important than the matters he had 
called his subordinates in to discuss. 
But his treatment of those executives 
caused untold bad feeling toward him. 
He didn't care a damn! 

It was the same with telephone calls. 
The first hurdle was to get from the tele- 
phonist to Andrea, and then to Max- 
well. Among those privileged to be put 
through immediately were his stock- 
brokers, his merchant bankers, his 
bankers, people he listed as VIPs, and 
his editors. For everyone else it was a 
case of leaving messages and hoping 
the great man would return their calls. 
Sometimes people complained of wait- 
ing for weeks for a return call. 

He would always take telephone calls 
during meetings and loved to chatter 
away on the phone to whomever, while 
those attending the meeting had to sit 
and wait patiently for him to finish. 
Sometimes he would pick up his direct 
line—3333—before the telephone re- 
ceptionist had time to answer it, he so 
loved receiving phone calls. On other 
occasions he might pick up the phone 
at reception if it was ringing while he 
walked past and answer it himself. 

For some reason wrong numbers 
often came through on his direct line, 
and he lovéd to tell the caller that the 
person they wanted had just joined the 
army; then he would put down the 
phone, roaring with laughter. The tele- 
phone number of the London Zoo was 
very similar, and calls would often come 
through asking questions about the zoo. 
Maxwell loved that. He would roar like 
a lion down the phone, and on other 
occasions he would bark like a dog, 
then hang up without saying a word. 
But his favorite trick was to quack like 
a duck. For some unknown reason, 
Maxwell loved ducks, and one of the 
Reichmann brothers—the Canadian 
property developers of Canary Wharf 
fame—gave him a small, green, 
carved-stone duck as a paperweight 
for his desk. He liked that. It was just 
one of the little games which he loved 
to play. 

Maxwell would spend days and often 
weeks paying not the slightest atten- 
tion to the business affairs he should 
have dealt with in his capacity as head 
of a multibillion-pound publishing em- 
pire. | remember one occasion in Paris: 
He read a memo and passed it to me. 
It was a four-page close-typed memo, 
and he glanced at it before passing it 
to me to read. It was a reasoned ar- 
gument from one of his financial com- 
panies why the head of a department 
should be allowed to hire more staff. 

“He wants more staff,” | said. 

“| thought so,” Maxwell replied. “I've 
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told him a dozen times he can't.” Then 
he called to his personal assistant and 
asked her to get the man on the phone. 
‘Ah, | received your memo,” Maxwell 
began in a kindly voice, and | heard 
what | took to be enthusiasm on the 
other end of the line. Then Maxwell said, 
“T've told you before that you can't have 
any more staff, mister. Why are you 
wasting my time sending me another 
memo?” | didn’t hear the reply, but 
Maxwell cut him off, saying, “You, mis- 
ter, are a cunt, and you have sent your 
last memo. See me when | return.” And 
he put down the phone, giving the man 
no opportunity to reply. 

| didn't know the man or his job, but 
| commented, “That was a bit harsh, 
Bob.” 

He turned, looked at me, and said, 
“He's a cunt. We don’t need him.” 

In his office Maxwell was remarkably 
fussy. He banned ordinary paper clips 
because his fingers and thumbs were 
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On pain of being fired, his 
senior executives 
were not allowed to leave 
without Maxwell’s 
permission, but they couldn't 
get in to see him, even 
for a second, for permission 
to return later. 
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so big he couldn't manipulate the pins. 
They were done away with in favor of 
plastic ones he found easier to handle. 
He banned Biros as well, demanding 
people only use Pentels; and no cover 
sheets were allowed on any faxes— 
because they were “a bloody nui- 
sance” and “a waste of paper.” 

The number of people waiting out- 
side his office became so large that 
Maxwell banned them waiting there and 
ordered double doors to be erected so 
everyone had to wait in a corridor 20 
yards from his office, near the eleva- 
tors. And the melee in that corridor often 
seemed like musical chairs, as there 
were only two seats for the large num- 
ber of frustrated executives. The only 
consolation was a water machine. Usu- 
ally the waiting time was only an hour 
or so, but some were kept waiting, un- 
able to leave, for more than six hours. 

Stephen Clackson recalled being one 
of those people made to wait with other 
London Daily News executives during 
the early morning. He commented, “At 
that time everyone associated with the 
L.D.N. was called to the morning meet- 
ings, somewhere around 9:30 in the 


morning. There were not just editorial 
people, but also production, financial, 
advertising, marketing—about 16 in all. 
We might wait ten minutes or more than 
an hour for Maxwell. People would be- 
come agitated and nervous; a couple 
would tell Maxwell jokes, others would 
try to impersonate his voice. It was all 
mortuary humor, all waiting for his ar- 
rival, not knowing what he would say 
or do, not knowing whom he would pick 
on, but the nervousness increasing as 
the minutes ticked by. 

“Then Maxwell would come in and sit 
down, pick up the typed agenda, look 
at it, and put it on one side. Everyone 
would have their relative files to go with 
the agenda, waiting for him to start the 
meeting. Invariably, however, he would 
pick on something entirely different, 
something not on the agenda, some 
minor, trivial, little point. He always 
seemed to do that, to find a piece of 
trivia, go for something insignificant, so 
he could torture someone, attack 
someone, make someone at the table 
feel incompetent. 

“Everyone would then be left in a 
state of confusion and nervousness, 
which he would end by telling one or 
two dreadful jokes which we all laughed 
at, but only because he was telling the 
joke and your job might depend on it. 
Then the phone calls would start and 
Maxwell would be pressing the inter- 
com, ‘Get me Kissinger’ or ‘Mitterrand’ 
or ‘Gorbachev,’ and conversations 
would take place in various languages, 
which we presumed were carried out 
to impress. 

“Quite often there would be a 
stranger none of us had met at the 
meeting but whom Maxwell had or- 
dered to attend. You soon became 
aware of why that person had been 
summoned; the poor man had been 
brought in for the cabaret. When there 
was a stranger at the table, you knew 
he was the victim for the day, looking 
so nervous. Maxwell would walk in and 
say, ‘Which is Mr. So-and-so?’ and the 
poor man would stand up. Maxwell 
would move round the table to him and 
just start laying into the poor man. 

“| remember one man, who had been 
with a major British company, who had 
something to do with personnel and had 
been ordered to send out letters to all 
employees of Pergamon subsidiaries. 
Maxwell begins by saying to this man 
who he has never met before, ‘This let- 
ter you have sent out—this is shit, cunt. 
My old grandmother, who could never 
speak a work of English, brought up in 
the mountains of Carpathia, could write 
better English than this. And that was 
just the start. Maxwell went on for per- 
haps a minute, reducing the poor man 
to a wreck. He tried to reply, but Max- 
well just ordered him to shut up. ‘You're 
not listening to me. Watch my lips when 
| speak to you!’ he shouted at him. 

“Maxwell then ordered this poor guy 
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to leave the room, go to an adjoining 
office and write down his job descrip- 
tion, and say exactly why he should 
continue to be employed by Maxwell. 
And the poor bastard left the room, 
nearly in tears, to go off and write this 
letter prior to his execution.” 

Clackson went on: “The moment he 
left the room, everyone round the table 
was thinking, Phew, thank God that’s 
over. Thank God it wasn't me that was 
the sacrificial lamb, and Maxwell would 
roar with laughter at his own bullyboy 
tactics as the man left the room. Then, 
to lighten the atmosphere, he would tell 
a dirty joke, perhaps about a female 
traffic warden being fucked by a camel, 
and he would get the punch line wrong. 
And yet despite that, everyone, so re- 
lieved at the events of the day, would 
laugh with him, laugh out loud. It was 
awful, and inside you felt awful for 
laughing, for sitting there while Max- 
well had monstered some poor inno- 
cent. And his meetings went like that. 
That was no extraordinary meeting. It 
would be like that perhaps two or three 
times a week.” 

Most of Maxwell’s day was spent in 
his office or his apartment conducting 
business. He hated leaving the office, 
going to meetings or lunches. He al- 
ways liked to call the shots, he liked to 
feel he was the most important person 
in any meeting, and he secured that by 
demanding people come to see him. 
And most of the time they did. He did 
leave his ivory tower to go and see Mrs. 
Thatcher or Robin Leigh-Pemberton, 
the former chairman of National West- 
minster Bank, or indeed the chairmen 
of any banks that invited him. But that 
was about all. He wanted to feel like 
the emperor summoning his advisers 
and counselors and those who wanted 
to deal with him. 

_ It didn’t matter what cost was in- 
volved in sustaining that image. He 
would send a Gulfstream overseas, 
usually in Europe, to bring in a cele- 
brated guest or to impress someone; 
he would frequently send the helicop- 
ter to Heathrow, or anywhere else, to 
pick up and bring guests to Maxwell 
House; he would send his Rolls any- 
where in the City, the West End, or to 
embassies to bring visitors back. And 
he would usually greet them in his most 
charming manner. 

Sometimes there were the most hi- 
larious occasions in Maxwell House 
when he had invited numbers of peo- 
ple, all totally separate, to attend at the 
same time. Perhaps the most remark- 
able was an occasion when | was called 
in at the last minute to chat with two 
Japanese gentlemen from one of Ja- 
pan’s leading newspapers while hav- 
ing lunch in his small, intimate study. 
Maxwell asked me to go and have some 
sandwiches with them because he was 
very pushed and had to attend other 
lunches. 


Champagne was produced, and 
lovely, delicate smoked salmon and 
other sandwiches were served by Jo- 
seph, who kept running in and out. 
What | didn't discover until later was 
that Maxwell not only had a full lunch 
for 12 going on in the main dining room, 
but others were sitting having a small 
lunch in the drawing room upstairs, 
while another small delegation was 
having sandwiches in his office. Max- 
well went from room to room, having 
one course here, another there, a drink 
in a third; but he kept moving, making 
apologies all the time to his visitors until 
the business was completed. | remem- 
ber him walking into the study as though 
these two Japanese newspapermen 
were the only people he wanted to see 
and talk to. And minutes later, having 
snaffled three sandwiches which he ate 
in one bite, he made his apologies and 
left, returning 20 minutes later for a quiet 
cup of coffee. In those circumstances 
Maxwell was a remarkable actor, giv- 
ing neither his guests nor myself an in- 
kling of the chaos elsewhere. 

Maxwell had a knack of being either 
charming to his staff or dreadful. When 
he wanted to hire someone, it was 
amazing the lengths to which he would 
go to impress that person, that ‘to- 
gether they could do whatever was 
needed.’ To that end he would use his 
plane, his helicopter, or his Rolls—sim- 
ply to impress. He would offer salaries 
far in excess of what he needed to offer 
to let the person believe how important 
they were to him and how important he 
believed they were. And people felt 
flattered, extremely flattered, that this 
apparent ogre was so sweet, charm- 
ing, understanding, and generous. The 
honeymoon period, as everyone who 
worked for Maxwell described it, might 
last for an hour, a day, a month, or a 
year, but it nearly always came to an 
end. And yet he didn’t seem to like fir- 
ing people himself, not people to whom 
he had become close, whom he had 
invited into his inner circle. 

Despite the enormous numbers of 
hirings and firings, Maxwell sailed on 
as though nothing mattered in the world 
except his own personal life. Every half 
hour throughout the day, Maxwell would 
be handed something to drink, a glass 
of orange juice, a large steaming cup 
of black coffee or tea. And he would 
get angry if the glass or cup wasn't re- 
moved from his office after ten minutes 
because he hated to see a dirty cup 
around the place. From six in the morn- 
ing that would be his diet, except for 
lunch, which he invariably ate. But he 
did try to eat sensibly, to keep to a diet 
in an effort to get down his enormous 
weight, which varied between 265 and 
310 pounds, depending on whether he 
had been strict with himself or not. And 
when he was on a diet, he would try 
and survive throughout the day on cof- 
fee and clear soup.

An hour or so after lunch on most 
days, Maxwell would need to take a 
siesta and would retire upstairs to his 
bedroom, change out of his day clothes 
into his nightshirt, and go to sleep. He 
never let on. He hoped it was one of 
his closely guarded secrets. His sec- 
retaries were ordered to tell everyone 
who called that he was in a business 
meeting and could not be disturbed. 
Often he would just go to bed because 
he was fed up and overtired. Maxwell 
would sleep soundly for perhaps two 
or three hours, occasionally waking and 
calling for Kevin, lan, Andrea, or one of 
his personal secretaries to go up and 
see him, to issue an order, dictate a 
letter, sort out correspondence, or see 
the latest faxes. 

Maxwell enjoyed his big bed. He 
often liked to work from his bed, some- 
thing his secretaries hated because it 
meant they had to run up and down 
stairs every five minutes because 
everything he needed to know about 
was downstairs and they never knew 
what papers he would want. It didn't 
worry him a jot that he was making life 
very difficult for his personal staff. Then 
at about 6 PM., when everyone was 
ready to go home for the day, Maxwell 
would arrive downstairs ready and ea- 
ger to restart work. He would have 
changed into a fresh shirt and suit. In- 
deed, most days he changed his shirt 
three times. That was one reason why 
he kept a Filipino maid just to wash and 
iron his clothes and do virtually nothing 
else! 

One major problem Maxwell did suf- 
fer from was obesity. As a young man, 
over six feet tall with a good physique 
and with his good looks and strong 
face, he caught the attention of many 
a young woman. He undoubtedly had 
character and personality and could 
ooze charm at will. Even in his forties, 
he was not overweight. From the age 
of 50, however, Maxwell began putting 
on weight at an enormous rate and 
would sometimes reach 310 pounds. 

In public Maxwell was never a big 
eater, but in private he seemed unable 
to control his appetite. On one occa- 
sion in Sofia, Bulgaria, | remember 
walking into the kitchen of his suite one 
morning and watching as he stuffed 
food into his mouth at an enormous rate, 
picking up five or six small sandwiches 
at a time and cramming them into his 
mouth so that he could hardly chew the 
food. It was like watching a starving 
man, driven mad by hunger, unable to 
control himself as he forced handfuls 
of food into his mouth. He must have 
sensed me there, because he turned 
and saw me standing in the doorway. 
For a split second, he was like a cor- 
nered animal, as though | had caught 
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him thieving. He stood up straight, drew 
the back of his hand across his bulging 
mouth, picked up some food, and put 
it in the refrigerator. | just said “Good 
morning” and never alluded to the sight 
again. That single incident revealed the 
fight Maxwell had with the appetite that 
he was obviously unable to control. 
He was a vain man in every sense of 
the word. That was why he had his 
hair—and eyebrows—colored every 
two weeks by George Wheeler, a for- 
mer hairdresser at the Savoy, who would 
come to Maxwell House and spend two 
hours washing, cutting, and coloring 
Maxwell's hair. Officially, it was a closely 
guarded secret. Hardly anyone saw 
Maxwell while this operation was going 
on. | remember being in Exeter when 
Maxwell was to make a speech the next 
day and George Wheeler, then in his 
seventies, was summoned from Lon- 
don. | walked into his small hotel suite 
that morning and called out, “Bob, |

need a word.” 

Maxwell's booming voice replied, 
“You can't come in, it's private. If you 
want to ask me something, stay out 
there and shout.” 

So | did. 

Then he said, “Go away.” | knew he 
was having his hair done but he didn't 
want me to know. 

His vanity knew no bounds. The only 
time | ever saw Maxwell panic, and it 
was always for the same reason, was 
when he realized he was heading out 
without his powder puff. He kept it in 
his jacket pocket, a very ordinary, in- 
expensive Rimmel powder. For some 
reason he always thought he had a 
shiny nose, and | would see him dab- 
bing away at his nose before meeting 
important people. To carry out his pow- 
dering, he would always turn away, em- 
barrassed. And he was too shy to refer 
to his powder puff by name. He would 
tap his pocket, realize it wasn't there, 
and turn round to Simon or Joseph or 
his secretary as though in a minor 
panic. “| haven't got my, you know,” he 
would say, and he would turn on his 
heel and go and fetch it himself rather 


than have the ignominy of asking aloud 
for someone to go and fetch his puff. 
Those who traveled with him all knew 
his little secret, but no one alluded to 
it. Sometimes | felt embarrassed for him 
because he would apply so much pow- 
der that it was not only obvious but 
looked ridiculous, and yet because no 
one was meant to know, no one would 
point out that too much powder had 
been applied. 

Sleeplessness was one of Maxwell's 
problems, despite the fact that he was 
often exhausted by the end of the day. 
There are wonderful stories of people 
holding long overseas conversations 
with Maxwell, conversations of the ut- 
most importance, when the person at 
the other end would suddenly hear 
grunting and snoring—Maxwell had 
simply fallen asleep. | witnessed one 
such incident at about nine one eve- 
ning in London. There were two or three 
of us in his drawing room, and his head 
suddenly slumped back and he began 
to snore heavily, his mouth wide open, 
which was not a pretty sight. His son 
lan came in, went over to him, and 
shook him gently: “Come on, Dad, wake 
up. It's time for bed.” With a start Max- 
well woke up, a little embarrassed, and 
got up and went to bed. 

Frequently when he was alive, and 
certainly since his death, | have been 
asked by many people whether | 
thought Maxwell was genuinely mad— 
insane, unsound of mind, or suffering 
from intellectual unbalance. | was not 
competent to judge such a condition, 
and yet | have to say that some of his 
behavior, some of the actions | wit- 
nessed, some of his violent mood 
swings, made me wonder whether he 
was always of sound mind or whether, 
occasionally, his reason was under- 
mined or disordered. He certainly suf- 
fered from paranoia, a deep suspicion 
of everyone, including his personal 
staff, his employees, his fellow direc- 
tors, if not members of his own family. 
For the vast majority of the time, how- 
ever, he was normal, sane, totally in 
possession of his faculties, and entirely 
rational. 


In the last few years of his life, Maxwell 
was probably only really happy when 
he was on his yacht, the Lady Ghis- 
laine. To Maxwell his yacht was the cul- 
mination of all his life's endeavors, all 
the trials and tribulations he had been 
through to make the millions so that he 
could buy the boat of his dreams. On 
board he was far away from his wor- 
ties, his anxieties, his problems—and 
yet, whenever he wished, he was in 
touch with the world through fax or 
phone. 

Most of the time on board, Maxwell 
would love to disport himself on the top 
sun deck, where no one could see him, 
strip down to his swimming trunks, and 
smother himself with sun cream. In a

No plume of smoke arose from the NBC studios in Burbank, 
California, last May to signal a succession in that network's 
late-night papacy. But when James Douglas Muir Leno took 
over as host of “The Tonight Show” after the 30-year reign of 
Johnny Carson, it was an event that fairly cried for pomp and 
circumstance. 

What the hell. For 30 years Johnny Carson had made the 
show a television institution, not to mention a thriving business 
proposition. According to Broadcast Advertisers Reports, dur- 
ing the 1990-91 season, “The Tonight Show” netted $98 mil- 
lion in advertising revenue. 

That success meant that as the man who followed Carson, 
Jay Leno bore the cachet of comedy big-time: A fellow doesn’t 
get to occupy that late-night chair in Burbank without it being 
understood that he knows how to crank an audience for 
laughs. In Leno's case, that legitimacy is grounded in decades 
of working before live crowds all over the country—from jerk- 
water comedy clubs to the neon-bright Las Vegas casinos. 

Along the way, Leno has won a reputation for dependability. 
As acomedian who speaks plainly—and with language free of 
obscenity—about the everyday stuff 
of life, his material is accessible to all 
sorts of folks. Listen: 

“In New York City they're handing 
out condoms to high school stu- 
dents. Gee, | thought it was a big 
day when | got my class ring.” 

“People laugh at Ted Kennedy, 
but how many other 61-year-old men 
do you know who still go to Florida 
for spring break?” 

“McDonald’s now has 16 year 
olds and 60 year olds working side 
by side. It’s part of their cradle-to- 
the-grave minimum-wage program.” 

For Leno the road to late-night 
stardom began in his hometown of 
Andover, Massachusetts. The son of 
Angelo (an insurance salesman) 
and Catherine (a housewife), Leno 
was a classroom cutup who used 
humor to enliven an educational 
experience that seemed otherwise 
pointless to him. 

Yet for lack of anything better to 
do, he enrolled at Emerson College 
in Boston, and while there began to 
try stand-up comedy, regularly driv- 
ing to New York to test his material in 
showcases like Budd Friedman's 
Improvisation. 

Back in Boston he occasionally 
landed low-paying gigs, many of 
them dispiriting enough to discour- 
age ordinary ambition. But not long 
after Leno graduated from Emerson, 


he quit his day job working for an auto dealership and headed 
to Los Angeles to roll the dice as a full-time comedian. 

By 1977 he had made it to “The Tonight Show,” the first of 
several stand-up appearances there. But when he found his 
impact diminishing for lack of material, he took his act out on 
the road. Through the mid-1980s he was one of the busiest 
working comics, doing as many as 300 performances a 
year. That willingness to ply his trade paid off. Leno created 
reams of material and developed the ability to please a wide 
audience. 

What made Leno so appealing to NBC executives as the 
heir apparent to Carson was his demographics. As a regular 
guest host, the likable Leno not only held the graybeard con- 
stituency that favored Johnny, but broadened the audience to 
include the younger viewers who had previously steered clear 
of the show. 

For all that, Leno’s first year as host was not an easy one. As 
the successor to Carson, he was often a target. From late-night 
rival Arsenio Hall—who was quoted as saying, “I’m going to 
treat him like we treated the kid on the high school basketball 
team who was the coach's son.... We 
tried to kick his ass, and that’s what 
I'm going to do—kick Jay's ass”—to 
reviewers who faulted him for doing 
“soft” political material, Leno was 
under the gun. 

And of course there was NBC's 
wishy-washy support during the 
combustible David Letterman affair. 
When Letterman—whose “Late Night 
With David Letterman” follows Leno 
on the peacock network—let it be 
known he was thinking of leaving 
NBC, Leno was left to dangle in the 
wind while his bosses decided what 
to do about Dave. You remember 
Letterman’s snit over being 
bypassed for Leno as “The Tonight 
Show” host and how his discontent 
encouraged a bidding war among 
other networks for his services. That 
left NBC to decide whether or not to 
appease Letterman by jettisoning 
Leno. Well, ultimately NBC let 
Letterman defect to CBS—his stint at 
NBC ends June 25. But NBC's belat- 
ed endorsement of Leno was hardly 
a siren cry of loyalty. Still, to para- 
phrase Chevy Chase, Leno is run- 
ning “The Tonight Show” ... and 
you're not, Dave. 

With Leno headed for his second 
season as host of “The Tonight 
Show,” Penthouse dispatched Phil 
Berger to Burbank to hear what was 
on Leno's mind.

“Letterman was the first show where I’d make fun of the host. I'd go, 
‘What a dump!’...where I’d feel Oh my God! if | did that with Johnny.” 
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Were you bothered by the indecision at NBC about whether 
you or David Letterman would host “The Tonight Show”? 

No. I've been in this business a long time, and the nice thing 
about being a comedian and working on the road is, every- 
thing that happens is your own fault because you control your 
own destiny. It's self-serving—you're the writer, the producer, 
whatever—but again, you hold all the cards. This TV thing is an 
extra thing. If it worked out, great, and if it didn't, fine. | didn’t 
feel so much | was left hanging in the wind. | think it looked a 
lot worse in print than it was, only because NBC had screwed 
up their handling of David once already and they were trying to 
figure out how to keep David here. They had given me the 
show, they signed a contract. “Well, how do we keep David? 
Let's...” and they kept stretching it out until they finally realized 
Oh, gee, this isn’t going to work. 

So you didn’t feel any agita? 

You know something, | would be lying if | said | didn’t. | was 
fairly confident throughout that we would be okay. | mean, 
again | did what | do when I’m on the road—you go to the audi- 
ence. I'd say to myself, okay, there are 212 or some NBC affil- 
iates, and—this is real odd to me—a lot of people criticize me 
because they say it’s politicking, but you have half a dozen 
executives you could go to or you 
could go to the 212 stations that buy 
you and ask them, Are you guys 
happy with it? Is this working for you? 
The numbers came back good, the 
ratings were good, the ad revenue 
and the demographics and all that 
were fine. They all seemed happy 
with the show we were doing. 

Are you talking about particular 
stations across the country? 

Yeah, I'd call the stations, 
because | don’t go where I’m not 
wanted and I’m not on every affiliate, 
but close, and say, What do you 
guys want? Should | go? Should | 
stay? Where do you see it? And 
unanimously—of course, they were 
talking to me, but believe me, these 
guys were businessmen; they would 
say we feel you should step aside if 
that’s what they wanted—they all 
seemed to be saying, No, no, we like 
it, we're fine, everything is going 
great, please don’t mess with the 
show. Some people had their own 
suggestions—too much of this kind 
of music, not enough of this kind of 
music—okay, that’s fine. But for the 
most part, they all seemed reason- 
ably happy. The situation was, 
David had made a tremendous 
amount of money for the network, 
been here for ten years, was a very 


strong, solid performer with a proven track record. My track 
record was only six months old, if you don’t count all the 
guest-hosting stuff, so it could have gone the other way. | was 
fairly confident that it wouldn't. 

What's your reaction to David going over to CBS in the same 
time slot? Beis 

Well, | think it will make everybody better and sharper. | 
didn’t have any problem when | used to go to the Comedy 
Store and the Improv, and | still do it. But when | was starting 
out, all the comics would say, Oh, jeez, | don’t want to go on 
after Richard Pryor, | don’t want to go on after Robert Klein, | 
don’t want to go on after David Brenner. But | used to think, 
Jeez, that's the spot to go on, because if you could hold that 
audience after those guys had gone on, you're doing pretty 
good. That's how you know you're getting better. | mean, to 
me, too many comedians lead the sheltered life where they go, 
Well, | only play colleges because they're the ones that like me, 
or | only play cruise ships, or | only play Vegas. | don’t want to 
go to ... You know the minute they face an audience that 
doesn't like what they're doing, they run and go back to the 
audience that liked them. My attitude was always, when you 
start doing well somewhere, get the hell out. Move on to the 
next town. 

Who will get the ratings? 

| think you'll find when David 
moves down in time and “The 
Tonight Show” and “Nighiline” are 
on, the number of people watching 
late-night TV is up because there’s 
more stuff on. If David’s got some- 
body that’s exciting, you'll watch 
David for a while, then maybe you'll 
click back, you know what I’m say- 
ing? David is classy and he’s funny 
and he has good taste and good 
standards. It’s not a show that | would 
be embarrassed to get beaten by, if 
that's what happens. But put it this 
way: If you're losing to “Studs,” you 
might as well quit the business. 

Being a guest when Carson ran 
“The Tonight Show” wasn’t always 
easy for you, was it? 

No. | had done “The Tonight 
Show” a few times, and like most 
new comedians in the seventies, 
first time is great, second time is 
okay, third time is fair, and the 
fourth time is probably fair to poor. It 
is something | warn comedians 
about all the time—that it’s diminish- 
ing. You've got to start off strong 
and get stronger. Anyway, after 
about the fourth time, they weren’t 
really thrilled. | hadn’t made a mark, 
| hadn't gotten a series, | wasn't that

“| honestly don’t know how it got so crazy with Arsenio. He 
seems to think I fired the first shot; | sort of thought he did.” 
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good. | think what | had perceived as 
my next shot was stuff | wouldn't do in 
the last one. They weren't calling, and 
| wasn't calling them. It was my fault, 
I'm not blaming the show—lI wasn't as 
good as | should have been. Plus, | was 
very joke-oriented. | wasn't a wise guy or 
a smart guy, the way | would be in a club, 
because | always felt this great rever- 
ence towards Johnny Carson. | would 
sit down at the panel and go, “Oh thank 
you, Mr. Carson.” | was way too polite. 
| felt awkward being on a first-name 
basis with Ed and Johnny. It seemed 
odd to me because | was a kid and 
these were men and well respected. 

They were more like icons? 

Well, yeah, you know, | couldn't tease 
them, and Letterman was the first show 
where everybody on the show, includ- 
ing David himself, was about my age— 
late twenties, early thirties. If | said 
here's a thing | want to do, they would 
get it. It's a bit like trying to do a “Sat- 
urday Night Live” sketch in prime time, 
because a lot of times their sketches 
might not have an ending, but they have 
these funny, quirky things that are just 
indigenous—is that the word?—to this 
particular generation. You either get it 
or you don't. It isn’t a payoff kind of 
thing. Letterman was the first show 
where I'd really go on there and make 
fun of the host. | would sit down and 
go, “What a dump this is!” and David 
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would laugh, and then I'd needle him. 
Where I'd feel Oh my God! if | did that 
with Johnny. I'd feel, jeez . . . 

Has anything surprised you about 
this first year as host of “The Tonight 
Show”? 

Yeah, obviously, a lot of things could 
have been handled differently. I'm more 
comfortable now to take a much more 
active role in the show than | had been 
before. | enjoy the sort of executive- 
producer part of the show, although | 
don't have that title nor do | want it. 
When | first started, people said we 
don't want you involved. We just want 
you to concentrate on the comedy and 
don't worry about this and that. | hon- 
estly believe we wouldn't have had a 
lot of the problems we did had | been 
more closely involved from the get-go. 

Did you always dream of being where 
you are now? 

| came from a small town in New 
England, where you didn't think in terms 
of going into show business. Show 
business is probably the only business 
where people who know nothing about 
it feel free to give you advice. | remem- 
ber | had expressed some interest in 
it, and my friend's mom said, “You know, 
you can't be a comedian unless your 
father was a comedian—they have a 
comedians’ union.” | just said, Really, is 
that true? “Oh yeah, in Hollywood there 
are all these stagehand unions you can't 


get in unless your father was one, so if 
your father was a comedian...” 

So you did have some interest? 

| was always interested in it, but it 
was never a viable alternative to get- 
ting a job. Quite recently, about five 
years ago, | was back home visiting all 
my friends, and my friend's mom said 
to me, with all seriousness, “Now, if the 
comedy thing doesn't work out, do you 
think you'll come back and try to find 
something in our area?” | mean, she 
was legitimate. She meant, God bless 
you, you're doing good, but if it doesn't 
work out, do you think you might move 
back to our area and try to find some- 
thing steady and regular? 

Did you always know you were funny? 

| remember always having the ability 
to make the teachers laugh. In fact, I’m 
still friends with most of my high school 
teachers—that's the fun thing about 
coming from a small town. My wife grew 
up here in the San Fernando Valley, on 
the other hand. Not only is the school 
not there anymore, the hill it was on isn’t 
even there, and the street is rerouted. 
It's like every six months Los Angeles 
goes into the witness-protection plan. 
Everything changes. But when | go 
back to my hometown, most of my 
teachers—if they have not retired—are 
just stepping down now. 

Did you get into much trouble when 
you were a kid? 
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Car stuff, but when you grow up ina 
little town it’s so different. | remember 
a friend who went around and put sticks 
of dynamite in mailboxes. The cops 
would just pull him over and say, “Okay, 
where's the dynamite? Okay, go home 
now, you crazy kid.” Today you'd of 
course be a terrorist. 

When did you really start in comedy? 

Well, in college | had a roommate 
named Gene Braunstein. We'd laugh at 
the same things and we put some bits 
together and then we started going out 
and playing the coffeehouses in Bos- 
ton. There was an ad in the newspaper 
that said, If you think you're funny, call 
this number. It was for an improv group 
called the Fresh Fruit Cocktail. So | au- 
ditioned and got it, and Gene didn't. 
That improv group only lasted about 
six months, and by that point | didn’t 
like the idea of having to always de- 
pend on six other people. So | audi- 
tioned at New York's Bitter End. 

What happened? 

They said to come back during the 
week and work for free. My father said, 
“They're not paying you? Give me his 
number, he’s got to pay you!” | said, 
No, Dad, don't call the guy, please don't! 
So anyway—l'll never forget this—! get 
there on a Tuesday night and there's 
about 14 people in the audience. Un- 
beknownst to me, of course, my fa- 
ther's called all the Italian relatives in 
Boston and New York to tell them I’m 
going to be at a nightclub making my 
debut. So | hear all this commotion and 
| look and | see my grandmother, who 
speaks no English. | see my uncle 
Louie, who's got this big coat and looks 
like something from The Godfather. He's 
shouting, “What do you got to drink in 
here? What kind of drinks you got in 
here?” Meanwhile, this guy's singing 
onstage and the MC's asking, “Who are 
these people? What are they doing 
here?” All they had to drink was a sort of 
herb tea, you know, those hippie drinks. 
And | remember my uncle Louie—"What 
the hell kind of drink is this? You can't get 
a drink here? Scotch and soda?” It was 
just like a nightmare. So | go onstage, 
and they're sitting right in front of me, and 
| just stumbled through my act. It was 
just like a nightmare, hysterical. 

What was the New York comedy 
scene like in the early seventies? 

It's interesting, because even the 
funniest comics you'd see, five years 
later they'd be doing the exact same 
act. | mean, it hadn't changed, it was 
the same thing. The parts that didn’t 
work still didn’t work, and the things that 
worked okay never got any better. 
Come to think about it, that’s the strange 
thing about comedy. There are people 
that the first day we go, boy, this per- 
son's good—and they never get any 
better. Then there are others. Like the 
first time | saw Andy Kaufman audition- 
ing—oh boy, | felt so sorry for this guy. 
Of course, he became a huge star. 
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Talk about some of the rough gigs 
you took in those early days. 

One night at the Improv, a guy comes 
up and says, “Look, I’m introducing a 
new product to a bunch of drugstore 
dealers called Freshen.” It was from Ja- 
pan... soft, moist towelettes you were 
supposed to use to avoid embarrass- 
ing rectal odor—that’s what it said on 
the side of the package. He said he'd 
pay me $75 to be at some hotel in New 
York where there were going to be 75 
guys, and | would be introduced as the 
director of marketing. So | get a suit 
and tie on, and | get there, and the 
drugstore guys are just not interested 
in this ridiculous product. So the guy 
says, “Let me bring up my marketing 
director.” Of course, | get up and | 
mention the product a couple of times 
and then | just go into my act~you 
know, McDonald's and Nixon, what a 
jerk—and they just look at me. Nothing. 
Not a laugh. Then this guy stands up

The strange thing 
about show business is 
people talk right 
in front of you. “He’s just not 
attractive enough 
for television on a regular 
basis. Maybe if 
his hair was blond and you 
broke his jaw... .” 
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and says, “Of course, that was not a 
marketing director, but Jay Leno, a 
professional comedian.” Nobody ap- 
plauds, and | just hear the crowd go, 
Professional comedian? Professional 
my ass! Then the guy says, “Who would 
like to be the first to sign up? We'll give 
a special deal to you.” But they just sort 
of leave one by one. Nobody signs, and 
then the guy goes, “Look, I’m telling 
you, it’s a hell of a deal. Look, let me 
level with you—l've got a warehouse in 
Jersey filled with a hundred thousand 
cases. Just take it—take it for free!” And 
he starts yelling at them, and I'm wait- 
ing to get my $75. Finally | said, Can | 
have my money? “Get out of here! Take 
a case of Freshen!” 

Those were the days when you 
sometimes worked strip joints. What 
was that like? 

Well, at that time there were two types 
of strippers: There were the ones that 
were over 40 who showed up in the 
morning with a work belt and power 
tools to put together their clear plastic 
champagne glass that they were going 
to take a bath in. These were women 
who made $1,000 a week by not being 


able to type. This is 1970, '71, '72, and 
although the women’s movement thing 
had started, these were women of a 
different era. These were women that 
made real good salaries and they in- 
vested it. They weren't hookers, they 
weren't prostitutes by any stretch of the 
imagination. Nol to say there weren't 
some that probably were, and there cer- 
tainly were those that were ditzy and silly, 
but some of them were single moms and 
just women who . . . could either work in 
a fast-food restaurant or make $1,000 a 
week doing this. And they were very 
protective because | was a kid. 

Protective of you? 

Yeah. | was onstage one night doing 
my act, and this guy was heckling me. 
| was working with Lily Pagan and 
Ineeda Man, and Ineeda was taking a 
bath in the champagne glass. And some 
guy was heckling me, like real bad, 
mean, and | remember she just got out 
of the bathtub soaking wet, walked over, 
just punched the guy in the face, and 
knocked him right out of the chair. 

You said there were two kinds of 
strippers. 

Some of the women—the ones who 
were like 18 or 19—they would spend 
hours on their acts. | know this one girl 
who put together this little outfit, a little 
six-gun Annie Oakley kind of thing, top- 
less with a little skirt, and she practiced 
twirling her six-guns for hours, really 
thinking that the guys would be im- 
pressed. Like anybody cared that she 
could twirl these six-guns, but it’s 
amazing how naive you are as a kid. 

What do you mean? 

| remember | was talking to this one 
girl and she said, ‘After the show, come 
in the dressing room.” So | walked in 
and she’s completely naked, and | was 
like, how you doing? | was thinking, 
Gee, should | ask her out or should | 
... You know, as a kid you're just so 
naive. It doesn’t hit you that the wom- 
an’s completely naked, she’s asked you 
to come over, and you're thinking, / don’t 
want to be too forward, so what's the 
right way to do this? 

So how'd it end? 

Nothing happened, of course. | had 
an incident like that when | was work- 
ing at the Rolls-Royce dealership in 
Massachusetts. | was 19 years old, and 
you don't see the opportunity when it’s 
in front of you. | was supposed to drive 
this wealthy woman home, she was ex- 
actly what you would expect—Chest- 
nut Hill in Boston, very wealthy, had 
brought the car in to be serviced. | was 
the wash boy and | drove her home, 
and she was attractive, but she was 
like 38—I mean, so much older than 
me. She kept saying suggestive things, 
which of course went right over my 
head, and we get to the door, and she 
said, “Well, would you like to come in?” 
| said, Oh, gee, I’ve got to get back. 
Nice meeting you, Mrs. So-and-so. And

elf President Clinton is really 
committed to doing something meaningful about 
the structural unraveling of America’s 
employment base, here’s one good suggestion. 


THE VIETNAM VETERANS ADVISER 


Earlier this year, in an Oval 
Office warm-up pitch for his 
economic plan, President 
Clinton sounded “a call to 
arms to restore the vitality of 
the American dream.” He 
added, “When | was a boy, 
we had a name for the belief 
that we should all pull to- 
gether to build a better, 
stronger nation. We called it 
patriotism, and we still do.” 

In response to both these 
remarks and the President's 
economic plan, some veter- 
ans responded with cyni- 
cism, quoting the eighteenth- 
century political critic Samuel 
Johnson, who said, “Patriot- 
ism is the last refuge of a 
scoundrel.” Others were less 
cynical but highly skeptical 
that Clinton's call for shared 
sacrifice or contributions 
would be borne equitably, or 
that their past sacrifices would 
count for much in his “new 
world economic order.” 

Vietnam veterans, more so 
than most special-interest 
minorities, are painfully 
aware of the chasm be- 
tween government promises 
and performance. They can 
only hope that times are 
a-changin’. There is a new 
president, a new secretary 
of labor, a new secretary of 
veterans’ affairs. However, so 
far there is nothing to indi- 
cate that the administration 
has any innovative ideas 
about how to create mean- 
ingful jobs for veterans. In- 
stead, it appears that the 
new policy will be more of 
the same old baloney. 

The Department of La- 
bor's long overused alibi that 
it doesn't have any jobs to 
give belies the fact that over 
approximately 20 years, and 
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after spending millions of tax 
dollars, the D.O.L. has been 
unable, for example, to come 
up with a useful inventory of 
veterans’ skills and work his- 
tory. Such a listing, if it were 
available, might be used by 
private-sector employers in 
search of reliable employ- 
ees. If by some chance an 
employer today sought to 
find an employee from the 
D.O.L.’s Veterans’ Employ- 
ment Service, it would be 
impossible to discover much 
more than the proverbial 
“name, rank, and serial num- 
ber” shown on a list of POWs. 

The deception that sur- 
rounded the creation of the 
Veterans’ Employment Ser- 
vice and its bureaucratic 
burial in the Department of 
Labor arose out of the ne- 
cessity—during the Nixon 
administration—to do some- 
thing about the burgeoning 
rise in unemployment among 
veterans from the Vietnam 
War. The V.E.S. also filled, in 
a perverse way, a kind of 
employment gap by provid- 
ing bureaucratic jobs to the 
politically faithful who man- 
aged the programs. In our 
opinion, President Clinton 
has an opportunity to do 


something substantive. 

If Clinton is really commit- 
ted to doing something 
meaningful about the unrav- 
eling of America’s employ- 


ment base, here's one good 
suggestion. We believe it 
would be a good idea to 
move the combined pro- 
grams for jobs, training, and 
entrepreneurship for veter- 
ans that are scattered 
around the government in 
the departments of Labor, 
Education, Health and Hu- 
man Services, Commerce, 
et cetera, as well as the Small 
Business Administration, into 
a single entity within the De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs. 

Among other things, such 
an action would clear the 


way to remove the surplus 
and redundant bureaucrats 
in the various departments 
and agencies. It would give 
Jesse Brown, the secretary 
of the Department of Veter- 
ans Affairs, the opportunity 
to start with a clean slate and 
build a lean and effective or- 
ganization to handle these 
problems. 

While there are many rea- 
sons for adopting this bold 


approach, the most impor- 
tant is that the old ways and 


organizations don’t work. 
There is a long, sorry record 
of government programs that 
trained individuals for jobs 
that no longer existed. For 
example, thousands of 
Americans who were trying 
to get out of the welfare trap 
were trained by the federal 
government, or by locally 
subsidized governments, to 
become manual typewriter 
repairmen at a time when the 
typewriters used in their 
training had to be pur- 
chased by the government 
program managers, almost 
as if they were antiques. The 
point being, of course, that 
what this bit of social engi- 
neering ignored was the fact 
that the workplace had con- 
verted to electric typewrit- 
ers. It is time for change. 

We would remind skeptics 
that the biggest success in 
this area—which resulted in 
thousands of Americans 
getting jobs that exploited 
their full potential—was the 
Gl Bill. It's worthwhile to re- 
member that the GI Bill, 
which is often cited as an 
example of the government 
doing something right, was 
administered, operated, and 
directed by members of the 
Veterans’ Administration—a 
government organization that 
was, at the time, considered 
notoriously inefficient. How- 
ever, given an appropriate 
mission and outstanding 
leadership in the person of 
General Omar Bradley, the 
bureaucrats who came to the 
V.A. turned the Gl Bill's “field 
of dreams” into reality. 

It can be done again, if 
and when the American 
people want it to happen.—

in California. ized in many places, and even now it's only a misdemeanor 
in most states (including my own). It usually warrants nothing 
more than a suspended sentence and a small fine when 
prosecuted at the state level. Last year a man in Upstate 
New York was convicted of growing 154 plants—many more 
than | am charged with—and his only punishment was a 

$100 fine—less than a dollar a plant. 

My penalty probably would have been similar—if I’d been 
tried in state court. But more and more, these cases are 
being turned over to the federal government for prosecu- 
tion, where penalties are much stiffer. What would've earned 
me, at most, a fine and probation in state court carries a 
mandatory minimum sentence of five years (and a maximum 
of 40) when prosecuted on the federal level. 

It's all because of recently enacted mandatory minimum- 
sentencing laws. They impose statutory minimums for all 
drug crimes and prohibit the judge from any exercise of 
judicial discretion in arriving at a sentence. The judge is 
enjoined against taking into account things like my reputa- 
tion in the community, charitable works, or lack of prior rec- 
ord. Since there’s no such thing as parole in federal prison 
anymore, if I'm sentenced to five years (assuming | lose my 
case), that’s how many I'll serve. 

Chalk it up to the government's “get tough on crime” pol- 
icy: So what if a few undeserving people serve inflated sen- 
tences? It's worth it to keep the streets free from crime. The 
problem is, rather than being tough on crime, the net effect 
of mandatory minimums is to be soft on crime—violent crime. 
Since there are no mandatory minimum sentences for of- 
fenses like rape, child molestation, murder, aggravated as- 
sault, et cetera, violent criminals are often released early to 
make room for nonviolent first offenders like me. The aver- 
age murderer now serves only six and a half years in jail 
(versus the five years minimum I'll serve). 

But if our jail terms are similar, there's one important differ- 
ence between the murderer and me: He doesn't lose his house. 

Even though my house was bought with legitimate earn- 
ings, and there was no marijuana grown on my property, it 
was confiscated by the police shortly after | was arrested. 
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The primary reason given was that fertilizer was found in 
my basement. My house was thus considered a “facilitator” 
of the crime, which justified its forfeiture. When | learned 
that the government had seized my property on such flimsy 
pretenses, it infuriated me, but what bothered me even more 
was that they did it without even trying me first. 

Since the passage of the Comprehensive Crime Control 
Act of 1984, property can be seized if one is merely sus- 
pected of using it in a crime. It’s not even necessary to be 
charged, much less convicted. It’s up to the individual to 
prove that he didn’t use it illegally. And since this is a civil 
forfeiture, and public defenders are only provided in crimi- 
nal cases, he's forced to foot the bill for a lawyer. Often he 
also must put up a bond, sometimes as much as $10,000, 
which usually makes fighting the forfeiture cost-prohibitive. 

In the majority of cases, the government simply steps in 
and takes the property without even bothering to charge 
anyone with a crime, and there's not a thing to be done 
about it. Since 1984 almost two and a half billion dollars in 
property has been seized this way. 

There's another difference between the murderer and me. 
He isn’t subject to penalties for tax-stamp violation. Even 
though marijuana is illegal, in many states you're required 
by law to buy tax stamps for its cultivation—at a cost of 
$1,000 per plant—something that's virtually impossible to 
do without incriminating yourself. Yet even if you are some- 
how able to purchase the stamps without getting arrested 
but don't actually affix the stamps to the plants—in the wind 
and rain—you're still liable for a heavy fine. And they don't 
just count the living, growing plants. They count the dead 
ones and even the cutoff stems from plants that were thinned 
from the garden and thrown away earlier. Even though the 
total weight of marijuana in my case was under five pounds, 
with all these other factors added in, the fine was $340,000. 

When | asked my lawyer how the government expected me 
to pay such an astronomical fine, he said, “They don't. They 
want to wipe out your assets. Then when—and if—you get out 
of jail, they intend to garnish your wages for the remainder. Of 
course, by that time there'll be all that interest... .” 

But the fine is just part of my penalty for tax-stamp vio- 
lation. It also carries criminal (versus civil) penalties of up 
to five years in state prison. That’s on top of the five to 40 
years I'll already be serving in federal prison. All for the 
crime of putting a handful of marijuana seeds in the ground. 

If this seems like a violation of the Eighth Amendment (“Let 
the punishment fit the crime”), it’s not the only time the Con- 
stitution's been ignored when it comes to drug law. Confis- 
cation of property without due process is a violation of the 
Fifth Amendment, as is the imprisonment of drug offenders 
twice (at the state and federal levels) for the same crime. 
The self-incriminatory tax-stamp requirement is also a vio- 
lation of the Fifth Amendment. Police can now obtain search 
warrants based on anonymous tips, which is a violation of the 


Fourth Amendment. And a defense attorney's legal fees can 
be seized in drug cases, a violation of the Sixth Amendment. 

But if drug laws are chipping away at the Constitution, 
they're wreaking havoc on our prison system. Federal pris- 
ons are currently at 146 percent of capacity, and drug of- 
fenders serving mandatory minimum sentences make up 57 
percent of the population (more than half had no prior ar- 
rests). At the current rate of incarceration, nearly 70 percent 
of all federal inmates will be drug offenders serving man- 
datory minimums by 1995. 

The United States now imprisons more of its citizens per 
Capita than any other country in the world (455 per 100,000 
people). That’s compared to the No. 2 country, South Africa, 
with 311 per 100,000. 

As stated earlier, violent offenders often must be granted 
early release to make room for this influx. In a recent four- 
year period in Florida, more than 130,000 inmates (including 
muggers, armed robbers, et cetera) were released, and one 
out of three went on to commit new crimes. The FB.!. reports 
that the rate of violent crimes in America increased by 24 
percent from 1987 to 1991, and many people feel that man- 
datory minimums have a lot to do with it. 

But apart from the hypothetical increase in violent crime 
due to mandatory minimums, there's the undeniable in- 
crease in taxpayer costs. The National Institute of Correc- 
tions estimates that in 1992, the United States built facilities 
for 2,000 cells (at a cost of $100 million) per week to ac- 
commodate the exploding prison population—and con- 
struction costs were only part of the total. It’s been estimated 
that in five years, the financial obligations incurred by U.S. 
corrections could be double the current national deficit. On 
top of that, it costs on average over $20,000 a year to house, 
feed, clothe, and guard each of the 81,426 federal prisoners. 
And this is to say nothing of the increased cost of social 
services for inmates’ families, which were previously being 
provided for by the inmates themselves. 

Over 30 million Americans regularly smoke marijuana, so 
it's not surprising that a lot of people in this country feel that 
it should be decriminalized. |'m sure that many people would 
disagree, but | doubt they'd dispute the fact that the pen- 
alties for marijuana use are not only unjust and illogical, but 
an unconscionable waste of taxpayer dollars. With violent 
crime making us ail live like prisoners, it’s time to stop freeing 
murderers to make room for marijuana users.O+—q

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basket on the deck, he kept about 20 
different sun creams. He would help 
himself to drinks from the fridge in a 
corridor leading to the gym, which was 
always stocked with Dom Perignon, 
pink Krystal champagne, and beer. He 
took a nefarious delight in spying on 
other ships with his powerful binocu- 
lars, seeing if he could recognize any- 
one and spot what they were doing. 

This was his headquarters during the 
day, and he loved the feeling of power 
and privilege that came from control- 
ling his vast empire from the sun deck 
of his magnificent yacht while he 
cruised through the Mediterranean or 
some other blue tropical waters. He 
would order Andrea Martin to come to 
the sun deck and sunbathe while tak- 
ing notes, getting phone calls, and act- 
ing as his secretary. All the calls would 
go through the bridge, and Maxwell 
adored lying in the sun talking to his 
minions around the world, slaving away 
in their offices, helping him earn an- 
other million! 

On board the Lady Ghislaine, Max- 
well became so relaxed he sometimes 
reverted to what can only be described 
as his “baby talk.” He would refer to a 
“swim in the sea” as a “twim in the tea”; 
he would say “trightened” for “fright- 
ened,” “minkey” for “monkey,” “deaded” 
for “tired,” “losted” for “lost”; and he 
called his pockets “sky rockets,” as well 
as using other such childlike words 
which he would make up. It was all part 
of his bizarre behavior pattern when he 
was off guard. 

For some reason Maxwell often loved 
to substitute “ch” for “sh” when he was 
indulging in baby talk. For example, he 
would say “chip” for “ship” when refer- 
ting to the Lady Ghislaine; he would 
call “shirts” and “shoes” his “chirts” and 
“choes”; he would say “chop” for “shop.” 
Another favorite was to replace “r” with 
“w" so that he would say “Wussia” for 
“Russia.” 

He did the same with people's 
names. He loved making up names for 
his employees and acquaintances, as 
well as giving people nicknames and 
pseudonyms, for those whose identi- 
ties he wanted to keep secret. For ex- 
ample, he always referred to the black 
American Democratic politician Jesse 
Jackson as “Mr. White,” referring in fact 
to all black people as “white” and 
laughing when he did so, an example 
of Maxwell's odd sense of humor. 

But to those back at base, Maxwell 
was determined to keep up his cus- 
tomary reign of terror. He spent half the 
day on the telephone calling his lieu- 
tenants and his editors, making sug- 
gestions, demanding changes, throw- 
ing his weight around. On one occasion, 
after a very good lunch, he phoned his 
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chief of staff, Peter Jay, in Holborn only 
to find he was out to lunch. When Jay 
returned his call, Maxwell turned up the 
heat, demanding to know why he had 
had the temerity to leave the office 
without permission when the chairman 
(Maxwell) was abroad. He demanded 
Jay write an explanation immediately 
giving reasons for his absence and fax 
it to him on the yacht. When he re- 
ceived Jay's long explanatory note, 
Maxwell read it, roaring with laughter 
at what he saw as a huge joke. Then 
he phoned Jay back and tore into him 
again, pretending to be furious. 

All the time, however, Maxwell was 
paranoid about security. This was un- 
usual for him, for whenever we traveled 
overseas, no matter where, he would 
always say he didn’t need or want any 
security whatsoever. He was often 
asked before going to a foreign coun- 
try, particularly in the Eastern bloc, 
whether he wanted security, and he al-

ways refused it. But on board he was 
remarkably wary at all times, as though 
he feared an attack on his life. He or- 
dered his first captain, an Englishman, 
Mike Insull, to buy guns which were to 
be kept on board. In his liking for se- 
crecy, Maxwell always referred to them 
as “vegetables.” And he ordered Insull 
to train the crew in how to use them, 
“just in case it might be necessary one 
day.” 

Whenever he came on board, Max- 
well would ask Insull, “How many car- 
rots and potatoes have you brought on 
this trip?” 

No one was meant to know to what 
he was referring, but he told Andrea— 
to see her reaction to living near pos- 
sible danger. He would always watch 
any other ships sailing nearby to check 
if people were tracking him, and he or- 
dered Andrea never to hold up faxes 
when she was reading them in case 
any nearby ship might have such so- 
phisticated surveillance equipment that 
they could read the faxes from hun- 
dreds of yards away. Nothing revealed 
Maxwell's paranoia more than his be- 
havior when on the yacht, but it also 


revealed his state of mind, and un- 
doubted fear of a possible attack on 
his life. 


Nearly a year after his death, | still think 
of this extraordinary, larger-than-life 
man, this bully who, could be so charm- 
ing and minutes later so nasty and vi- 
cious, who could treat his wife and 
family so appallingly and leave thou- 
sands of pensioners with not a single 
penny, yet secretly pay out money to 
treat hundreds of children from Cher- 
nobyl who were suffering the dreadful 
effects of radiation. 

In many ways Maxwell led a coura- 
geous life—his war record is testament 
to that—yet | wonder whether he had 
the courage to take his own life by si- 
lently slipping over the edge of the Lady 
Ghislaine and swimming until exhaus- 
tion overcame him. There was every 
reason for him to do so, although it was 
the coward's way out. Maxwell's life had 
been one of courage, bravery, and stoic 
resilience in the face of daunting ob- 
stacles. Yet would Maxwell have been 
able to face the hatred, the shame, and 
the humiliation when the world discov- 
ered that he had stolen hundreds of 
millions of pounds from his companies, 
pushing them to the brink of bank- 
ruptcy, and plundered his own employ- 
ees’ pension funds? 

| cannot believe that Maxwell fell 
overboard. It was a calm night; the At- 
lantic was still. It seems almost incon- 
ceivable that he could have simply 
fallen overboard. There are those, in- 
cluding an Israeli minister, bankers, and 
brokers, who believe Maxwell was mur- 
dered. Throughout my research | have 
come across influential people who 
don't know whether he jumped or was 
pushed. But very few think it was a 
genuine accident. 

And there is a case, many would in- 
sinuate a strong case, to suggest that 
Maxwell was murdered. 

In the last few months of his life, Max- 
well had gained two very powerful 
enemies, either of whom would have 
murdered him with very little, if any, fear 
of possible consequences. One was the 
K.G.B., and the other was the orga- 
nized-crime syndicate that controlled 
the distribution of the New York Daily 
News, the American newspaper he had 
bought with such jubilation in early 1991. 

For decades Maxwell had been in- 
volved with the K.G.B., not, as far as is 
known, as an active agent or in spying 
activities. But according to K.G.B. 
sources in Moscow, he acted as a con- 
duit, a banker, “laundering” the K.G.B.'s 
money outside the Soviet Union. He 
also acted as an “agent of influence.” 

Through his bewildering myriad of 
companies, stiftungs (tax-free trusts), 
and secret accounts in Liechtenstein, 
Maxwell had been “laundering” U.S. 
dollars on behalf of the K.G.B., taking 
a rake-off in the process and helping

The new peaceful relations between the superpowers were a 
triumphant success.

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to build a fortune in the Maxwell Foun- 
dation in Liechtenstein. And Maxwell 
was also involved in spiriting money 
away on behalf of members of the 
Communist party in 1990, when they 
saw the writing on the wall. 

When senior directors of the K.G.B. 
in Moscow realized the Soviet Union 
was Close to collapse, they decided it 
was time to call in their dues. They knew 
Maxwell had been creaming off a for- 
tune for years with the money provided 
by Moscow, playing the foreign-ex- 
change market with their money, build- 
ing substantial funds for himself. 

Evidence from Moscow during the 
spring and summer of 1992 has re- 
vealed that Maxwell was “invited” to pay 
back the money he had been making 
with the K.G.B.'s funds since the 1970s. 
It has been impossible to discover how 
much money was involved, but, ac- 
cording to Moscow, it was “tens of mil- 
lions of U.S. dollars.” Maxwell earned 
their enmity during 1991 when he failed 
to produce what the K.G.B. demanded. 

Secondly, there was “the mob.” For 
years, if not decades, the distribution 
of the New York Daily News had been 
controlled by one of America's orga- 
nized-crime syndicates, according to 
newspaper-publishing authorities in 
New York. 

Before Maxwell took over the Daily 
News in February 1991, lan Watson, 
editorial director of the European, ac- 
companied Maxwell to New York for 
talks with the union leaders whom they 
were trying to persuade to accept lay- 
offs and cutbacks, prior to buying the 
paper from the Chicago Tribune Group. 

Watson reported later, “After seven 
of the ten print unions had agreed to 
the cutbacks, | went to see leaders of 
the remaining three, who were holding 
out. | remember most vividly the con- 
versation | had with one union official. 
He said to me, in a broad Brooklyn ac- 
cent, Are you a New Yorker?’ ” 

Watson, a proud Scotsman with a 
strong Scots accent, replied, “No. 
Why?” 

“Do you know New Yorkers? Do you 
understand them?” 

Watson again replied, “No.” 

The union boss then said, “If you think 
you can push us into an agreement, 
you'll end up in the East River with your 
throats slit. All of you.” 

Watson commented later, “He was 
not playacting; he was deadly serious.” 

Maxwell was told that the Mafia con- 
trolled the entire distribution network of 
the Daily News, and no employer had 
been able to break their hold. 

However, Maxwell also knew that 
during the past few years organized- 
crime syndicates in New York and other 
major U.S. cities had been on the run 
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as the authorities had decided their 
power had to be ended. He also real- 
ized that the only way he would ever 
make the Daily News profitable was to 
cut the work force and introduce new 
technology, as in the U.K. newspaper 
industry. And the only way was to see 
off the Mafia. He asked the Manhattan 
district attorney's office to investigate. 

That was the reason why in the 
months prior to his death he became 
more and more nervous whenever he 
visited New York. Many people noted 
his anxiety in the Big Apple, so very 
different from the swashbuckling, 
beaming Maxwell who had won the 
hearts of New Yorkers when he res- 
cued the Daily News only months pre- 
viously. That was also why, just days 
before his death, he called in Ameri- 
ca's most prestigious security agency 
and private investigators, Kroll Asso- 
ciates, and held talks with Jules Kroll, 
the chief executive officer.

Maxwell told Kroll he was convinced 
that there were people out to kill him, 
to get him, to destroy his life and his 
business, and asked him to investi- 
gate. He named businessmen and 
political enemies. At the end of the two- 
‘hour meeting, Maxwell agreed to com- 
pile a memo listing the strange events 
which had led him to this conclusion. 
He was never to write that memo. Within 
a week he was dead. 

Finally, just two weeks before his 
death, there was the explosive story that 
burst across the newspapers when the 
highly respected, Pulitzer Prize—win- 
ning American author Seymour Hersh 
accused Maxwell and myself in his 
book The Samson Option of being 
Mossad agents and dealing in arms for 
Israel. 

In the days and weeks following 
Maxwell's death, many claimed that it 
was his involvement with the Mossad 
that had led to his death. | don't believe 
for a moment that Maxwell was working 
for the Mossad. He had direct access 
to Israeli government ministers. Why 
would Maxwell have bothered talking 
to the boys in the engine room when 


he could talk to the officers on the 
bridge simply by picking up a phone? 
He was avowedly pro-lsrael, and made 
no pretense of the fact, openly boast- 
ing of his involvement in Israel and his 
business enterprises there. 

The world responded to Maxwell's 
death with the most remarkable out- 
pourings of praise for the penniless 
peasant boy from Czechoslovakia who 
ended his life an alleged billionaire at 
the head of one of the world’s great 
media empires. It was ironic that Max- 
well should have responded to a jour- 
nalist who came to compile his obitu- 
ary with the words, “Go and write God's 
obituary first. It will be shorter.” 

But the world was fulsome in its 
praise of Maxwell. Margaret Thatcher, 
who had called him “one of us,” the 
greatest compliment Thatcher gave to 
people, revealed that Maxwell had al- 
ways kept her informed of what was 
going on throughout Eastern Europe; 
Edward Heath talked of his help toward 
the European cause; Neil Kinnock 
spoke of Maxwell's steadfast support 
of the Labour party and his genuine 
commitment to the advancement of the 
British people; John Major believed 
Maxwell would not want the world to 
grieve at his death but marvel at his 
extraordinary life; and Mikhail Gor- 
bachev spoke of Maxwell’s great con- 
tribution to the improvement of rela- 
tions between nations in mass-media 
management and publishing. 

Those early epitaphs were the near- 
est Maxwell ever came to earning re- 
spect. He tried to buy respect by ap- 
pealing to the common man, saving 
British football clubs, but most sup- 
porters of the clubs he owned ended 
up booing him. He tried the same tactic 
with the 1986 Commonwealth Games 
in Scotland; he hoped to win respect 
by becoming one of the great media 
moguls of the twentieth century but 
didn't succeed there; and he believed 
that by promising millions of pounds to 
charities, he could buy the respect 
that had eluded him throughout his 
life. 

It was all to change with such light- 
ning speed. His own paper, the Daily 
Mirror, the paper that had praised Max- 
well as “the man who saved the Mirror” 
and “a soccer savior,” turned against 
him with a vengeance; other newspa- 
pers recorded the legacy of a corrupt 
man, a bully, a thief, a spy, a fraudster, 
even a monster. These were not the ep- 
itaphs Maxwell would have wanted. 
Understandably, with the appalling rev- 
elations that he had plundered the 
pension funds, the world turned against 
him. 

Maxwell would sometimes say to me, 
and to others, “If there is a way back 
after death, then | will be the one to find 
it.” If he does find that way, administra- 
tors, bankers, policemen, and 30,000 
pensioners will be waiting. O+-q

Capote’s assessment 

of the size of Ted’s gen- 
italia, one can only won- 
der how one man could 
do so much with so little. 

Ted would establish 
romantic relationships 
with women, some of 
which would last a few 
years, one more than a 
decade. One of his 
longer relationships was 
with beautiful Helga 
Wagner, the Viennese 
jewelry designer, whom 
he met in the late 1960s. 
They remained close for 
more than ten years, 
before and after 
Chappaquiddick, and 
stayed good friends long 
after the romance cooled. 

But just before the acci- 
dent at Dyke Bridge, he 
was also having an affair 
with Llana Campbell, an 
attractive member of the 
European nobility who was his guest on frequent occa- 
sions at Martha’s Vineyard. 

Another long relationship involved the wealthy, 28- 
year-old socialite Amanda Burden, whom he met in 
1972. Amanda, the stepdaughter of William S. Paley, 
then chairman of the board of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, had separated from her hus- 
band, Carter Burden, a New York socialite and 
Democratic city councilman. She had gone to Sun

Valley, Idaho, to obtain a 
divorce. The Kennedy- 
Burden relationship was 
extensively chronicled in 
many reputable publica- 
tions, including News- 
week, The Washington 
Post, and Women’s Wear 
Daily, but Ted denied any 
romantic interest in her. 

On September 3, 1972, 
a tough investigative 
reporter named Arthur C. 
Egan—after prowling 
around the waterfront 
during the Labor Day hol- 
iday at Rockland, 
Maine—filed an explosive 
story to his newspaper, 
the New Hampshire 
Sunday News. “Two high- 
stepping playboy U.S. 
senators,” it read, “taking 
advantage of a congres- 
sional recess, spent a 
pre—Labor Day holiday 
sailing around Penobscot 
Bay with ‘two lovely 
females’ who were definitely not their wives.” 

The senators, Egan wrote, were Edward Kennedy of 
Massachusetts and John V. Tunney of California. 
(Tunney’s wife, Mieke, had filed for divorce the pre- 
ceding May.) The quartet sailed for at least four days 
aboard Kennedy's power sloop, the Curragh, and the 
only other person aboard was a crewman who acted 
as captain. 

Kennedy and Tunney issued denials, asserting that 


the sail was a “family affair.” According to Ted, his wife 
Joan had joined him for several days and then left. He 
added somewhat ungallantly, “The rest of the time | 
was stuck with my two sisters [Pat Lawford and Jean 
Smith]. Can you imagine anything worse than being 
stuck off the coast of Maine with those two?” 

Arthur Egan, however, told me, “I stake my life and 
my reputation on the accuracy of that story. I’ve been 
in this business a long time, and | would rather kill a 
story than write one | wasn’t sure was true.” 

Stories of Ted's loutish behavior have been reported 
from all over the world, from the elegant Claridge’s in 
London to Paris, from Palm Beach to New York’s Fifth 
Avenue. There, at a debutante party at the home of a 
friend, said the author Dominick Dunne, the young 
guests were appalled by Kennedy's “tit-and-fanny 
pinching.” 

A year-by-year chronicle, by no means complete, of 
the other women with whom Ted has been romantical- 
ly linked before and after his December 1982 divorce 
from Joan follows. 


1969. In April, three months before Chappaquiddick, 
according to one account, Ted visited Las Vegas. The 
local sheriff was so apprehensive about possible 
assassination attempts that he assigned eight 
deputies the sole duty of keeping Ted under watch 
night and day. “One evening,” the story goes, “Ted 
said good night to his guards, telling them that he was 
turning in. But instead of going to bed, he slipped out 
of his room at the Sahara Hotel and went to the Sands. 
Two of the deputies, following him secretly, saw him 
enter a room on the 18th floor. Shortly thereafter, they 
saw a blond showgirl enter the room. The deputies 
maintained an all-night vigil, staying at their post 
despite pleas from Ted's cousin Joe Gargan that they 
leave Ted in peace. Nobody, they say, emerged from 
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the room until morning.” 

1970. Ted went to Paris for the funeral of Charles de 
Gaulle, the former president of France. Newspapers 
throughout the world reported that he danced until 5 
A.m. in ll Club Privato on the Champs-Elysées with 35- 
year-old Princess Maria Pia de Savoy of Italy, the 
eldest daughter of former King Umberto. Reports said 
Ted jumped up and down on the dance floor, frog-like, 
then showed up a few hours later for the rites in Notre 
Dame.Cathedral. 

1973. Ted was linked romantically with Suzy 
Chaffee, a 32-year-old, blond, three-time world 
freestyle ski champion. Chaffee, the “Suzy Chapstick” 
of television commercials, had met Ted the year 
before. Chaffee, however, denied any romantic attach- 
ment to the senator. 

1975. Ted began dating Page Lee Hufty, a 27-year- 
old blonde, whose family had inherited a portion of the 
Standard Oil fortune. 

1982. He met Lacey Thompson Neuhaus, a former 
actress and fashion model and the daughter of a 
wealthy Houston investment banker. Lacey, who was 
blond and about 30 years old, had reportedly had. a 
yearlong relationship with Pierre Trudeau, then prime 
minister of Canada. Ted and Lacey continued to date 
for the next few years. 

1983. Ted was seen hugging and kissing a new 
lady friend, Helena Lehane, at the Heartbreak disco in 
lower Manhattan. Attimes Helena sat on his lap. Teddy 
was also reported to be romancing television actress 
Cynthia Sikes, who was playing a doctor on “St. 
Elsewhere.” Cynthia was 29. 

1984. Ted reportedly fell in love with Beverly 
Sassoon, the ex-wife of Vidal Sassoon. Beverly was 38, 
Ted 52. 

1985. Ted dated Cindy Pace, a Joan Kennedy look- 
alike. Cindy was 26. Ted’s daughter Kara was 24. 


Until the 
sordid episode 
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Ted and Senator Christopher Dodd of Connecticut 
were having dinner with their dates in a private dining 
room at La Brasserie, a chic Washington restaurant. 
When the women retired to the rest room, Ted called 
for a waitress. When she entered, he lifted her up and 
threw her atop the food-laden table. Startled, the wait- 
ress began to get up, but Ted grabbed her again and 
deposited her in Dodd's lap. With Dodd holding her, 
Ted rested his weight on her, leaping off when another 
employee entered the room. Ted said, correctly, 
“Makes you wonder about the leaders of the country.” 

1987. Ted was literally caught with his pants down. A 
pretty young blonde was on the floor of the same pri- 
vate dining room, her skirt above her waist. It was not 
the most opportune moment for a waitress to come in, 
but one did. Teddy jumped up, the young woman rear- 
ranged her clothes, and they resumed eating dinner. 

Two young female Capitol pages were descending 
the Capitol steps late one afternoon when Ted's car 
passed by. Opening the door, Kennedy asked if one 
would have dinner with him. When one girl shook her 
head, he turned to the other, who also refused the invi- 
tation. Both pages were only 16 years old. (Perhaps 
Ted did not know they were teenagers; and, the girls 
reported, he said nothing that could be interpreted as 
a sexual advance.) 

1988-1991. Ted’s relationship with Dragana Lickle, 
the ex-wife of Gary du Pont Lickle, ended. Joseph 
Farish, a Palm Beach attorney, represented the Du 
Pont heir in a suit over visitation rights involving the 
Lickles’ two small children and additional support pay- 
ments. Dragana, who had custody of the children, 
would take them to the Kennedy mansion, which 
annoyed Gary because, Farish said, “He thought Ted 
was a bad influence.” Farish said Ted and Dragana 
had a “slap-and-tickle relationship for quite a while.” 
Susan Kennedy (no relation), the editor of the Palm 
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Beach Social Register, said Dragana was the only 
woman Ted had taken home to meet his mother. The 
reporter wrote that Dragana dumped Ted in April. 

1991. Ted’s new girlfriend, a college student, was 
22—37 years younger than he was. The Boston Herald 
reported that she was a graduate of Marymount 
University. The “romance” would have been placed in 
the “hot rumor” bin were it not for a photograph of the 
couple that was snapped by a cameraman off 
St.-Tropez. Ted is shown atop a young woman on a 
speedboat. A colleague examining the photograph 
said to Ted, “Well, | see you've changed your position 
on offshore drilling.” 


If Jack Kennedy's political career was not harmed by 
an extremely lively sex life, why couldn't Teddy get 
away with his peccadilloes as his brother did? What 
Ted did not fully grasp—until his eyes were finally 
opened after the sordid Palm Beach episode, when his 
nephew William Kennedy Smith was accused of rape 
after spending a night out drinking with him in 1991—is 
that times have changed. 

If John Kennedy were running for president today, 
neither his wit nor his charm nor his movie-star looks 
could overcome the negative effects of his tarnished 
character. When he won the presidency, a politician’s 
girl-chasing was not considered news important 
enough to print. One anecdote is telling. After 
Kennedy's election, a young reporter for The New York 
Times was assigned to sit in the lobby of the Carlyle 
Hotel in Manhattan to check the notables coming to 
visit him. His assignment was to look for clues to possi- 
ble cabinet appointments. Late that evening, the 
reporter called his editor. “Nobody of any importance 
went up to the President's suite,” he said. “The only vis- 
itors he had were Hollywood starlets every few hours.” 

No story, the editor agreed. The reporter left. O+-—, 
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and she gave me this real toasty hand- 
shake. On the way home, | realized, 
Gee, | wonder if she was coming on to 
me? You're so stupid as a kid, it goes 
right by you. You have no idea. 

Your next move was to L.A.? 

As soon as | got here, | realized, Well, 
this is where | have to be. I'm probably 
the only person | know that loves L.A., 
but | do. | always felt that | should go 
to the next place, and this seemed like 
the next place. It’s just very odd to me 
to come here with a fairly conservative 
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background and just sort of be a voy- 
eur watching everything that goes on. 
| remember when | first got here, | didn't 
have a car and I'm hitchhiking on Santa 
Monica. Some guy stops. “Hi, how you 
doing? Century City?” and then he's got 
his hand at my knee. “Oh,” | said, “I'll 
get off here.” That guy's weird, | thought, 
and | put my thumb out again. Another 
car stops, same thing. “Where you 
going, Century City? Oh, good, so why 
don't you slide over?” | said, “What?” 
“Why don't you slide over here?” “Slide 
over? I'm okay here.” | didn't have the 
slightest clue. | get out, | still have no 
idea. Another car stops, and as we go 
along, this guy starts talking the same 
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way, and we pass a guy who is wearing 
just a leather thong bikini with one of 
those leather hats on. The driver says 
to me, “That's what | like about you— 
you're not as obvious as that guy.” “As 
obvious as what guy? What do you think 
is going on?” And | realized, Oh jeez, 
these are like gay hookers. They think 
I'm a hooker. Hey, what did | know? 
Everybody in Boston hitchhikes. It took 
me three car rides to realize what was 
going on. 

What made you move to L.A.? 

It was around 1972, and | was in 
Boston watching “The Tonight Show” 
right after it had moved to L.A. And | 
saw this comedian who | thought was 
terrible. So | said, that's it. | took some 
cash and stuff and | just walked out of 
the apartment and | got on the plane 
and went to California. | just left and 
never went back for anything. It seemed 
to be the right thing to do. 

Is it true that NBC tried to change 
your appearance in those early days? 

Yeah, that actually happened. | went 
to an NBC casting meeting before | did 
“The Tonight Show,” and they thought 
| should be blond. | remember some- 
one said, “You know, you should get your 
jaw rehung.” And | thought, well. . . “We 
break the jaw and we rehang it and set 
it and give you this and this.” And | said, 
Okay, how long before | can talk? “Oh, 
no longer than a year, maybe a year.” 
| said, A year? | can’t talk for a year? 
“Well, maybe nine or ten months, prob- 
ably a year.” How could you not talk for 
a year? But the strange thing about show 
business is you feel like Huck Finn at his 
own funeral—people talk about you in 
front of you as if you're dead. You sit there 
with agents and managers—‘He's just 
not attractive enough for television on 
a regular basis. Maybe if his hair was 
blond and you broke his jaw... .” 

What was their motivation?

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MURDEROUS CHARITY? 

A controversial Iranian foundation that 
allegedly helps the families of terrorists 
is operating a Manhattan-based front 
organization, according to charges in 
a federal court case. What's even more 
extraordinary about the Alavi Founda- 
tion (as the organization's alleged New 
York front is now called) is that it has 
managed to convince the Internal Rev- 
enue Service that it deserves the priv- 
ileged status of a federally tax-exempt 
charity. 

The two organizations, which claim 
to be independent, are in the spotlight 
as a result of a lawsuit filed by Norman 
Gabay, an American industrialist who 
owned several Iranian companies that 
were seized by the mullahs on the 
grounds that he was a “fugitive Jew.” 
The regime gave his property to the 
Mostazafan Foundation of Iran, which 
looks after “the families of Hezbollah 
who are killed in action,” says an Israeli 
expert. 

While it may be nice for these terror- 
ists to know that their loved ones will 
be looked after—their suicide missions 
allegedly have included the 1983 
bombing of the U.S. Marine barracks in 
Lebanon—Gabay is suing both the 
Mostazafan Foundation and the Alavi 
Foundation for $56 million in compen- 
sation. In an affidavit filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in New York, his lawyer 
charges that the Manhattan charity is 
the Iranian foundation's “alter ego.” He 
cites official Iranian publications that 
boast that Alavi is a wholly controlled 
“unit” of the Iranian foundation. 

There is no mention of this in Alavi's 
incorporation papers, which also seem 
to be less than forthcoming about its 
goals. According to these papers, filed 
with American regulators, it functions 
“without regard to race, color, or creed” 
in doing such good works as helping 
“the aged, sick, infirm...” 

But according to the official Iranian 
Publications, its real aims include the 
“outlay of Islamic propaganda” and 


“helping the institutions of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran.” 

This should not come as a total sur- 
prise to the I.R.S. In 1989 The Wall Street 
Journal raised questions about Alavi’s 
compliance with a law barring tax-ex- 
empt foundations from promoting po- 
litical causes. The paper disclosed that 
the foundation had donated more than 
$4 million to the Maryland Islamic ed- 
ucation center whose mosque was 
used by militant disciples who “appear 
to have both religious and political ob- 
jectives’—including, charged the 
Journal, pursuing the death warrant 
against novelist Salman Rushdie. 

Alavi’s lawyer, Robert H. M. Fergu- 
son, assured Penthouse that the char- 
ity was unaware of these alleged activ- 
ities. He also insisted that “neither the 
Mostazafan Foundation of Iran nor the 
Islamic Republic government of Iran 
controls the assets or policies of Alavi 
Foundation.” The foundation's lawyers 
did not reply to several calls for com- 
ment. 

An |.R.S. source told us that The Wall 
Street Journal exposé had not raised 
any red flags with regulators because 
“calling for Rushdie’s death” might 
qualify as “an educational,” and hence 
legitimately charitable, effort. However, 
the Gabay case may lead the taxmen 
to take another look, says the source, 
since charities are supposed to com- 
ply with “the goals for which they were 
granted tax-exempt status.” 


SCIENTOLOGY REPLIES

However, since Churcher chose to 
make Scientology the issue, at least one 
of her elementary errors should be cor- 
rected: Contrary to the non sequitur re- 
marks about L. Ron Hubbard's taxes, 
the truth is that the I.R.S. audited Mr. 
Hubbard's tax returns every year for the 
last ten years of his life. For each year, 
Mr. Hubbard either owed no additional 
taxes or received a refund from the I.R.S. 

We applaud Scientologists John Tra- 
volta and Anne Archer for participating 
in the Library of Congress campaign, 
as well as all other conscientious citi- 
zens who are involved in the same or 
other programs. This includes the many 
Scientologists, Baptists, Methodists, 
Catholics, Jews, Protestants, and oth- 
ers who are helping the illiterate learn 
how to read and write, and opening the 
door to new lives for such people in 
communities in Los Angeles, New York, 
Washington, D.C., and other cities 
around the U.S. 

The study methods developed by Mr. 
Hubbard have been so successful that 
they are used in schools and colleges 
all over the world. In the riot-torn Los 
Angeles community of Compton, 
younger children have markedly in- 
creased their reading and communi- 
cation skills with the application of these 
materials. Even gang members are 
willingly attending study classes. “These 
study materials,” commented a commu- 
nity minister who is helping to institute 
the program, “will set people free.” 

Churcher's writing skills should be 
employed to help semiliterate and illit- 
erate people by making effective liter- 
acy programs more widely known. 


Sharon Churcher responds: 

Everyone is for literacy. However, the 
fact remains that according to a re- 
ported decision of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the Ninth Circuit, “In 1984 
the Criminal Investigation Division of the 
I.R.S. ... began investigating L. Ron 
Hubbard's tax returns for the years 1979 
through 1983.” According to the deci- 
sion, the investigation was still pending 
when he died.O+—
